She has 
differed sharply with Chapman on the 
education funding issue. 


Brennan said she would have voted 


to override the Walker vetoes of the 
$116 million in education funds had 
she been a member of the legislature.

The possibility of a race track dis- 


connection from 
Arlington Heights 


hinges on a complex interpretation of 
the 1969 annexation agreement be- 
tween the village and Arlington Park 
and the filing date of two plans to de- 
velop the property. 


If Madison Square Garden Corp., 


owner of Arlington Park, decides to 
file suit and can prove that rejection 
of the special-use permit violates the 
1969 agreement, it would have the op- 
tion of disconnecting the property. 


ATTORNEY Lemoine Stitt, repre- 


senting the race track, said after the 
board's decision, he did not know 
whether 
Madison Square Garden 


would file a lawsuit. 


"That is certainly one option open 


to them, in my opinion," he said. 


Possible grounds for a suit ex- 


ist because Madison Square Garden 
filed its first development plan for Ar- 
lington Park before the annexation 
agreement expired in October 1974. 
This plan did not include a stadium.

last night is a potential subject of ar- 
gument, Siegel said. 


Trustees Frank Palmatier, Alice

Griffin and 0. V. Anderson voted to 
reject ths special-use permit request- 
ed by Madison Square Garden. 


Village Pres. James Ryan and 


Trustees August Bettman and Robert 
Miller voted against the motion to 
turn down the special-use permit. Dis- 
annexation of the race track would 
mean the loss of thousands of tax dol- 
lars that would have to be made up 
through higher real estate taxes, 
Ryan said. 


Palmatier cited four reasons for re- 


jecting the special use for the sta- 
dium: 


• The proposed stadium's seating 


capacity was too large, and football 
games would impose a traffic burden 
on local streets. 


• Proposed stadium parking was 


insufficient and would have forced 
cars into surrounding neighborhoods. 


• The site at Arlington Park de- 


signed for the stadium was too small. 


• Construction of the 
stadium 


would force relocation of horse barns 
and dormitories for grooms too near 
to homes on the east ride of Wilke 
Road.

The buses are using 
a nearby stormwater retention basin 
as a loading and unloading area while 
the street is torn up.

Lunar eclipse coming later today 


For astronomers, even the best of lunar eclipses 


are nearly worthless. But they're dramatic spec- 
tacles nevertheless and this area should be able to 
view an expected bright lunar eclipse late this after- 
noon. 


A U.S. Weather Service spokesman forecast that a 


cloud cover might extend across the Chicago area 
late today, but that would be the only factor which 
might keep the lunar eclipse from being seen here. 


When tiie moon passes through the earth's shadow, 


the eclipse will be visible in eastern North America, 
Europe and Africa. 


A line extending from Minneapolis, Minn., through 


Montgomery, Ala., will form the lunar eclipse's 
westernmost edge. 


The moon will begin edging into the earth's shad- 


ow' at 2:38 p.m. local time and will be completely 
engulfed in the shadow by 4:02 p.m. Totality ends at 


4:44 p.m. and the moon will be totally visible again 
at 6:08 p.m. 


Americans in the northeast will see the moon rise 


partially eclipsed, It will rise totally eclipsed west of 
a line running southeast from east of Cleveland, west 
of Pittsburgh and down through Cape Hatteras, N.C. 


The moon will be full west of a line running south- 


east from Winnipeg, Man., Canada, through. Min- 
neapolis and Montgomery. 


Residents of the New England states will see the 


most dramatic eclipse because the moon will be 
higher above the horizon than hi the Midwest. 


Dr. Kenneth Franklin, head astronomer at the 


American Museum-Hayden Planetarium 
in New 


York, said today's eclipse should be brighter than 
the one which occurred last May because this time 
the moon will pass through the southern part of the 
earth's shadow.

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Suburban digest 
Education override 
before Senate today 


The political fight between Gov. Daniel Walker and Mayor Rich- 


ard Daley will be renewed today In Springfield as the Illinois Sen- 
ate takes up the question of overriding the governor's veto of $116 
million in funds earmarked for education. Most observers believe 
Daley Is about four votes short of the necessary number needed to 
override the veto. Eight independent Democratic state senators are 
seen as having the key votes in the Issue. The eight have asked 
Walker to call a special session to begin today to consider a com- 
promise plan that would give schools in Illinois another $30 million 
and revise the school-aid formula. Walker also fired another shot at 
Daley Monday through U.S. Sen Adlai Stevenson. Walker has asked 
Stevenson for help to sustain the overrides, but in a statement 
released today, Walker contended that the senator had backed 
away from the request. Walker contended Stevenson was quick to 
tell New York officials to cut spending to avoid bankruptcy, but he 
refused to do the same to Daley. Stevenson aides said the senator 
suggested that a full study of the state's financial situation be done 
to determine If the money was available for school funding.

Crime jumps 30% in Northwest 


The 30 per cent increase in serious 


crime in the Northwest suburbs dur- 
ing 1974 exceeds the national average 
for suburban areas reported Monday 
by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 


Suburbs across the country collec- 


tively experienced a 20 per cent rise 
in major crimes over 1973, according 
to the FBI's annual Uniform Crime 
Reports for 1974. 


A Herald survey in April of 10 


Northwest 
suburban communities 


showed Schaumburg and Wheeling — 
with major crime increases of 54 and 
S3 per cent respectively — boosted the 
rate to 27.9 per cent for this area. 


THE TOTALS reflect a steady in- 


crease in the number of serious 
crimes, including murder, rape, rob- 
bery, aggravated assault, burglary, 
larceny and auto theft in the suburbs, 
although crime rates remained much 
higher in urban areas. 


Nationwide, the rate of serious 


crime went up 18 per cent in 1974, the 
biggest increase on record for one 
year. Youths contributed heavily to 
the big general increase, the report 
showed. Arrests of persons under 18 
years of age increased 9 per cent 
compared to a 1 per cent increase for 
those over 18. 


Arrest of women for serious crimes 


also increased. The report revealed 


an 8.6 per cent increase, compared to 
1.9 per cent for males. 


The rate in Illinois was slightly less 


than the national increase, averaging 
about 16 5 per cent for the state. 


Among the large population centers, 


the area east of St. Louis including 
Clinton, Madison Monroe, and St. 
Clair counties had the highest total 
crime index in the area, with 6,422.5 
serious crimes committed per 100,000 
population. Chicago was second high- 
est with 5,965.9, followed by Peoria, 
5,179.8; Davenport-Rock Island-Mo- 
line, 4,969.4; Springfield, 4,964.3; 
D e c a t u r , 4,653.1, and Rockford, 
4,572.1.

counties, Cook had the highest num- 
ber of serious crimes with 5,528. Du- 
Page was second with 3,900, followed 
by Will with 3,571. 


Among cities with between 25,000 


and 50,000, Glenview had the next to 
the lowest crime rate, reporting 647 
serious crimes for 1974. Rantoul, just 
north of Champaign, had the fewest 
number of crimes, or 499.

Thefts showed the biggest increase 


nationally, rising 21 per cent. Burglar- 
ies were next most frequent, reflec- 
ting an increase of 18.5 per cent. Rob- 
beries went up 15.1 per cent; rapes, 
7 8 per cent; assaults, 8.5 per cent; 
murders, 5.5 per cent and auto thefts, 
5.2 per cent. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The writ- 


ing skills of teen-agers — used to 
communicating by telephone 
and 


being entertained principally by tele- 
vision — have eroded in the past four 
years, a federally supported study 
said Monday. 


The 1974 study by The National As- 


sessment of Educational Progress 
sampled writing skills of 80,000 pupils 
aged 13 and 17 and compared them 
with samples taken in 1970. 


In the four-year span, the study 


found, there were trends toward sim- 
pler vocabulary, shorter 
"primer- 


like" sentences, more awkwardness 
and less coherent paragraphs. 


HOWEVER, the federally supported 


assessment says 9-year-olds are writ- 
ing better, and girls write better than 
boys at all ages surveyed. 


The assessment found the teen- 


agers adequate in spelling, capital- 
ization and punctuation but there was 
a "drastic drop" in coherences and a 
trend toward more fragmented sen- 
tences. 


English scholars and teachers who 


prepared the report offered various 
conclusions.

RAMBOUILLET, France (UPI) - 


President Ford and leaders of five 
other free world industrial powers 
pledged Monday to join forces to raise 
the world from its deepest recession 
since the Great Depression of the 
1930s. 


"The most urgent, task is to assure 


the recovery of our economies," the 
six leaders said in a 1,500-word state- 
ment after a weekend "economic 
summit" conference here. 


"We will not allow recovery to fal- 


ter," they said. "We will not accept 
another outburst of inflation." 


American officials called the "Dec- 


laration of Rambouillet" a victory for 
Ford, saying it covered almost every- 
thing he wanted in coming to Ram- 
bouillet. In a separate statement, 
Ford said the leaders are confident of 
"full recovery from the deepest reces- 
sion since the 1930s." 


After a ceremony at which all six 


leaders spoke, Ford flew back to 
Washington with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger and Treasury Sec- 
retary William E. Simon. Ford was 
seen off at Paris' Orly Airport by 
French Foreign Minister Jean Sau- 
vagnargues. 


Ford was met by his wife and a 


large contingent of officials and other 
wellwishers at Andrews AFB upon his 
return, but he declined to make any 
additional statement. 


However Kissinger and Simon dis- 


closed during the return flight that a 
secret agreement had been reached 
with France for the United States to 
use an unspecified "mechanism" to 
help hold down fluctuations in the 
floating exchange rate of the dollar. 
France had sought a fixed U.S. ex- 
change rate, but Simon said the com- 
promise "mechanism" was instead 
agreed on. 


Under the new agreement, Simon 


said, the United States will continue 
to float the dollar and "there will be 
no parities — no agreements on bands 
of fluctuations for the dollar against 
any other currency " 


But he said that the accord provides 


for countries to consult regularly and 
intervene in the exchange markets to 
resist price fluctuations that are not 
tied to basic economic realities. 


French President Valery Giscard 


d'Estaing, host at the medieval castle 
of Rambouillet 30 miles southwest of 
P a r i s , said, "Our success will 
strengthen and is essential for indus- 
trial societies everywhere." 


The optimism was echoed by the 


others — West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt and Prime Ministers 
Harold Wilson of Britain, Aldo Moro 
of Italy and Takeo Miki of Japan. 


The six leaders, who began their 


summit Saturday, finished business 
with a three-hour session Monday 
morning and had lunch at Rambouil- 
let castle.

Douglas receives formal 
farewell from high court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Su- 


preme Court bade its formal farewell 
to William 0. Douglas Monday as the 
former justice lay in a Portland, Ore., 
hospital, half his body paralysed. 


Meanwhile, there was renewed 


pressure on President Ford from the 
Senate and women's organizations to 
name a woman to fill Douglas' spot on 
the court. 


An American Bar Association com- 


mittee examining the qualifications of 
11 candidates — all men — promised 
It would report to Attorney General 
Edward H. Levi in a day or two. 


Douglas, who retired last Wednes- 


day because of "incessant pain," flew 
to Portland Sunday and was admitted 
to Good Samaritan Hospital's stroke 
rehabilitation program. His doctor 
said Douglas, 77, remains paralyzed 
on his left side but is "in good condi- 
tion and good spirits." 


The Supreme Court, where Douglas 


spent a record of over 36 years, said 
its formal goodbye with the present 
senior justice, William J. Brennan Jr., 
sitting in Douglas' old spot to the 
right of Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 
ger. Potter Stewart sits on Burger's 


left. William Rehnquist's old seat at 
the left end of the bench is left vacant 
for the new justice. 


Burger spoke of Douglas' "unpar- 


alleled knowledge of the multitude of 
decisions of the court" which estab- 
lished him as "a unique resource" — 
one that "may never again be present 
at our conference table." 


In a letter Burger read, Douglas 


said his years on the court were like 
the many canoe trips he has taken, 
where "those who start down a water 
course may be strangers at the begin- 
ning but almost invariably are close 
friends at the end." 


Outside the courtroom, attention 


centered on Ford's choice of a new 
justice. The ABA committee met for 
14 hours Sunday going over a list of 
11 possibilities submitted by Levi. 


A final report is not expected for 


several days, and one source sug- 
gested Levi wants the delay to "keep 
his options open." 


The Levi list — which President 


Ford is under no obligation to consid- 
er — reportedly includes six federal 
appellate judges, two members of 
Congress, a private attorney, a uni- 


versity president and Solicitor Gener- 
al Robert Bork. 


Senate Democratic Leader Mike 


Mansfield urged Ford to nominate a 
"qualified" woman, saying: "I think 
they are entitled to it. The appoint- 
ment of a qualified woman is long, 
long overdue."

Women's Political Caucus urged con- 
sideration of Housing Secretary Carla 
Hills, Yale law professor Ellen Peters, 
Detroit federal district Judge Cornelia 
Kennedy and superior court Judge 
Syliva Bacon of the District of Colum- 
bia.

FBI opens Rosenberg files...for a price 


The FBI late Monday made nearly 30,000 pages of its files on the 


investigation of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg available to two sons of 
the convicted Russian agents, provided they pay a $23,451.80 fee. 
Michael and Robert Meeropol, sons of the couple electrocuted in 
1953 after conviction on a conspiracy charge, won a court decision 
that they were entitled to the files under the Freedom of Information 
Act. A Justice Department spokesman said if the Meeropols do not 
pay the fee in a reasonable time the FBI will offer the files to 
anyone who will pay it.

The trial of Patricia Hearst on armed bank robbery charges was 


delayed Monday until Jan. 26. The action was taken by U.S. District 
Judge Oliver J. Carter following a meeting in chambers with de- 
fense and prosecution attorneys. 


Judge won't block CIA assassination report 
A U.S. district judge Monday turned down a plea from a former 


CIA officer to block publication of the senate intelligence committee 
report on agency assassination plots against foreign leaders. Dis- 
trict Judge Gerhard A. Gesell said he had no power to prevent 
Congress publishing the report even though there is "a real possi- 
bility of physical harm to the plaintiff if his name is reported — 
physical violence against himself or physical retribution against his 
family."

Indian army takes 3 Bangladesh posts 


Indian army troops backed by an estimated 60,000 rebellious 


Bangladesh guerrillas have laid siege to three Bangladesh border 
posts, travelers from New Delhi reported Monday. Government 
spokesman, however, denied any Indian troop involvement in bor- 
der activity. 


BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) - 


Communist gunners from Laos sank a 
Thai gunboat on the Mekong River 
border Monday, touching off the most 
serious fighting between the two coun- 
tries in recent years. 


A fierce exchange of fine across the 


sensitive river line continued after 
dark, involving tanks, artillery and 
helicopters. 


Thai border police helicopter gun- 


ships joined the fight on their side of 
the Mekong, 25 males northwest of the 


Laotian capital of Vientiane, firing at 
Pathet Lao troops inside Laos, field 
reports said. 


Thailand moved army troops and 


armored personnel carriers into the 
battle zone to back its police helicop- 
ters and sailors. 


Reports from the scene said Pathet 


Lao tanks, guns and troops had been 
moved into the area. 


A Thai Navy spokesman said one 


Thai sailor was killed in the initial 
shooting and promised retaliation 


with "the strongest possible mea- 
sures.'' 


Field reports said the battle began 


when Pathet Lao forces opened up on 
three Thai, river patrol boats with ar- 
tillery or tank-mounted cannon. 


The fire sank one of the boats and 


the other two moved back closer to 
shore, returning fire across the river, 
the reports said. 


Thai border police moved helicop- 


ters into the area, and door gunners 
sprayed Pathet Lao positions with 
machine gun and rocket fire. 


Then, as a cold drizzle fell, they 


walked to the town ban — jostled and 
pushed by newsmen and photo- 
graphers — and each made his clos- 
ing statement to a news conference. 


The main points of 
agreement 


were: 


• The industrial democracies are 


determined to overcome high unem- 
ployment — then- total unemployed is 
14 million — but they will not beat 
joblessness with more inflation. 


• They will work for greater mone- 


tary stability. But no announced 
agreement to return to fixed exchange 
rates which France wanted and the 
United States opposed. Central banks 
will step in to prevent wild exchange- 
market fluctuations. 


• Expansion of world trade and no 


return to protectionism; large tariff 
cuts. 


• Coordination to help poorer na- 


tions. 


• With an eye to the 27-nation 


emergency conference in Paris Deo. 
16, they expressed a determination to 
get energy resources. The six nations 
pay 700 per cent more for imported 
fuel than they did two years ago. 


The preamble pledged cooperation 


with "all countries, transcending dif- 
ferences in stages of economic devel- 
opment, degrees of resource endow* 
ment and political and social sys- 
tems." 


Women win 
another high 
court victory 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The wom- 


en's rights movement won another Su- 
preme Court victory Monday with the 
overturning of a Utah law that barred 
unemployment benefits during an 18- 
week period at the time of childbirth. 


The law presumed that a woman 


would ite unable to work from the 24th 
week of pregnancy until six weeks af- 
ter giving birth. But the Court said 
that some women obviously are able 
to work during part of this period. 


The American Civil Liberties Union 


said 18 other states have statutes with 
varying kinds of pregnancy dis- 
qualifications. 


They are Alabama, Colorado, Dela- 


ware, Florida, Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Missouri, Montana, New 
Jersey, AOhio, Oklahoma, Tennessee, 
Texas, Washington, West Virginia and 
Wyoming. 


Before adjourning until Dec. 1, the 


Court also agreed to review a second 
case dealing with abortions obtained 
by minors. The validity of a Mas- 
sachusetts law requiring the consent 
of both parents will be argued along 
with a challenge to Missouri's com- 
plex abortion statute. 


The Court also upheld a Medicare 


law aimed at blocking any effort by 
doctors to use unjustified costly proce- 
dures that will drive up insurance 
costs under the federal program. 


The Court based its action in the 


Utah case on its two-year-old ruling 
that a mandatory maternity leave pol- 
icy for school teachers, arbitrarily ef- 
fective in the fifth or sixth month of 
pregnancy, was unconstitutional be- 
cause of differences among individ- 
uals.

67, Elk Grove Township Dist 59, and 
the IEA group now being organized tn 
the Northwest Suburban Special Edu- 
cation Organization. 


Marquardt said the idea has been 


raised in this area because teachers 
noted the success of the NSUBC this 
fall.

oMivIng salary Increases and make 
advances toward salary parity with 
surrounding high school districts, said 
Thomas Sanders, IEA representative 
from Watikcgan. who works with Sev- 
eral NSUBC districts. None of the 
NSUBC district teachers struck, Sand- 
ers said, but a common strike date 
had been set by four of the nine-mem- 
ber associations before settlements 
were reached. 


Teachers have begun to recognize 


that district administrations also co- 
operate on occasional issues, Mar- 
quardt said. 


'•DURING THE East Maine strike 


(East Maine Dlst. 63) the adminis- 
tration was given substitute lists from 
other districts, so teachers realize 
that there Is a high degree of coopera- 
tion among administrations," Mar- 
quardt said. 


David Tomchek, IEA regional rep- 


resentative for Palatine-Rolling Mead- 
ows Dist. IS, Schaumburg Township 
Dist. 54 and High School Dist. 211, 
said the idea of a unified bargaining 
council is "very appealing." 


"But we would be disinclined to 


make formal any arrangement of that 
type," Tomchek added. 


"While there's never been any for- 


mal coordinated bargaining, the fact 
of the matter is that union heads meet 
regularly and informally to discuss 
their work," he said. 


EDWARD SEARING, president of 


the teachers' union in Dist. 21 and a 
member of the IEA regional council, 
said council members discussed a uni- 
fied bargaining group in their meeting 
last week. 


"It's in the planning stage," he 


said Local teacher associations were 
impressed with NSUBC settlements 
that raise all starting salaries in their 
area to $10,000 or better, he said. 


Should a unified bargaining unit be 


formed next year, Searing said his 
union would probably participate. 
"We'd look at it very carefully," he 
said. With the Dist 21 teachers' cur- 
rent two-year contract, Searing said 
his group could observe the bargaining 
council's progress for a year before 
they would need to fully participate.

Time catches up with Howard

Time had a way of catching up with 


Howard Blassmann. 


In 1972 Howard was an 18-year-old 


graduate of Maine East High School 
whose goal in life was to become a 
member of the High School Dist. 207 
Board of Education. But when How- 
ard filed for election to the board the 
spring following graduation, his peti- 
tion was refused by Dist. 207 officials. 
State law said he had to be 21. 


So Howard fought. He worked to 


change the law. A bill lowering the 
minimum age of school board candi- 
dates to 18 died in the legislature. 


HOWARD SUED. With the aid of an 


American Civil Liberties Union law- 
yer, Howard charged the law was un- 
constitutional and discriminatory. A 
panel of three federal judges dis- 
missed the case, and his attorney de- 
cided It would be fruitless to appeal to 
the U S. Supreme Court. 


This fall, a new state law was 


enacted reducing the age requirement 
for school board membership to age 
18. 


Today Howard is a 21-year-old law 


student at Northwestern University 
and his go?l is education law. 


"I hope that many 18, 19-and 20- 


year-olds wilt take advantage of the 


new law" when school board elections 
are held next Apnl, Howard said. 


He said he is still very much con- 


cerned with education in Dist. 207 and 
promised, "One of these days I will be 
on the school board in Maine Town- 
ship." 


If only he had the time, he said he'd 


run for the board today. But Howard 
is taking on the universities now. 


Is Howard a latter day activist? No, 


he said, "I consider myself a con- 
cerned citizens. There's a lot of things 
that need to be done but not too many 
people interested in doing them."

" AT THAT TIME, the spokesman 


said, "Illinois Bell officials said they 
knew of no wiretaps which had been 
found in Bell's equipment and that 
they had no records.

with two state's attorney's agents last 
April but did not remember a ques- 
tion about wiretap records. 


"There could have been such a 


question, and I would have answered 
that I didn't know what the record de- 
tention policy is," he said. 


A spokesman for Illinois Bell said 


Monday, "We average about 20 illegal 


wiretaps a year not covered by feder- 
al law." Under a policy scrapped in 
August, Illinois Bell notified custom- 
ers when a wiretap was found and im- 
mediately removed the device. 


"THE DEVICES and associated 


records were kept for two years and 
made available for any lawful in- 
vestigation," the Bell spokesman said. 
Records were destroyed following a 
two-year period because "it's our de- 
struction of records policy," he said. 
Authorities were not notified. 


The current policy, adopted by all 


affiliates m the Bell system, involves 
the notification of the customer, the 
state's attorney's office and the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation when a 
illegal wiretap is discovered. The de- 
vice is left at the location for 24 to 48 
hours and then removed. 


The Illinois Bell spokesman said 


wiretaps authorized by the federal 
government are not removed when 
they are discovered. The customer is 
notified of the device.

State weighs Golf9 Meacham site 
Drivers' testing at 'Commons'?

The long-sought drivers' testing sta- 


tion for the Northwest suburbs may 
be located in the Woodfield Commons 
office-commercial development, The 
Herald has learned. 


Interest in the Woodfield Commons, 


at the southwest corner of Golf and 
Meacham roads in Schaumburg, was 
rekindled after negotiations broke off 
for a site at the Surrey Ridge Shop- 
ping Center, Arlington Heights. 


Richard Batchen, a spokesman with 


J. Emil Anderson and Sons, devel- 
opers of Woodfield Commons, con- 
firmed that his company had been in 


contact with the Illinois Secretary of 
State's office. 


Although there has been no definite 


commitment to the site by the secre- 
tary's office, Batchen said, "Things 
are looking better." 


HE ACKNOWLEDGED that talks 


had "picked up steam" following the 
failure last week of the state to reach 
agreement with the operators of Sur- 
rey Ridge at Golf and Algonquin 
roads. 


A spokesman with the Secretary of 


State's office stopped short of naming 
the Commons as the leading con- 
tender for the facility but said that it 


was one of "a dozen or so still under 
consideration." 


Originally, more than 100 possible 


sites in the area were studied by the 
state, the spokesman said. 


"There are a lot of problems that 


must be considered when it comes to 
locating a facility in a highly popu- 
lated area," the state spokesman 
said. 


One of the major considerations, he 


said, was placing the facility so that it 
was easily accessible, but not on such 
,heavily traveled roads that novice 
drivers would be endangered.

$250,000 in pay guarantees OKd 


Board members in Elk Grove Town- 


ship Dist. 59 Monday approved a final 
edition of teacher orders for Dec. 5 
totaling about $250,000. 


The teacher orders, a form of script 


guaranteeing payment of salary, were 
first approved by the board Sept. 2 to 
cover an expected $1.4 million deficit 
in the district's education fund. 


At that time, the board authorized 


seven teacher orders of no more than 
$250,000 each for a total of no more 
than $1,750,000. The money was to be 
paid in six installments between Sept. 
12 and Nov. 21, with the last payment 
subject to board review. 


"THE REVIEW was asked'for in 


order to determine just how much 
money was being borrowed," said Ar- 
thur Perry, assistant superintendent 
for business services. 


Each of the six previous teacher or- 


der issues had varied in amount be- 
cause 1974-75 salary rates were used 
until the 1975-76 rates were adopted in 
September, Perry said. Retroactive 
pay then was due the teachers, he 
added. The Dec. 5 payment will reach 
the $250,000 limit because the first in- 
stallment of teacher extra duty pay is 
due in that paycheck, he said. 


In all, Dist. 59 will spend $1,541,030 


on teacher orders this year, Perry 
predicted. At the Dec. 15 board meet- 
ing, Perry will present resolutions for 
the sale of bonds to retire the money 
borrowed for the teacher orders. 


When bonds are sold and a bond re- 


tirement schedule is adopted, Perry 
said taxpayers will receive the first 
bU rot the teacher orders in their Oc- 
tober 1977 tax bills.

Students have a guardian spirit 


It stops one short to happen upon 


that name in big letters on the side of 
a public school, and to absorb that the 
school was named for a baseball play- 
er and not for the customary politico 
or mossy poet or real-estate devel- 
oper. 


High up on the brand new, brown- 


brick, three-story building is lettered 
in bold relief, JACKIE R. ROBINSON. 


The school is located on 43rd Street 


and South Greenwood Avenue In a 
black ghetto of Chicago. It is a prima- 
ry school, which means kindergarten 
through fourth grade. 


The school opened in September and 


Is something dramatically different 
from what used to be, Just as Jackie 
R. Robinson's emergence onto the na- 
tional scene nearly 3ft years ago was 
dramatically different from what used 
to be. 


Robinson was signed by the 


Brooklyn Dodgers in 1946 and became 
the first black man to play in the ma- 
jor leagues. 


The Jackie R. Robinson school re- 


places the make-shift facilities of its 
predecessor, a "school" housed in the 
basement of a nearby dreary housing 
project and in the adjoining rubble- 
strewn lot with four yellowy, forbid- 
ding mobile units. 


There was some difficulty naming 


this school for the baseball player. It 
bad nothing to do with the ugly con- 
troversy Robinson first stirred in a 
Dodgers' uniform, nor with his com- 
bative outspokenness In later yean on 
racism in America, nor with the de- 
gree of hto skill on the baseball dia- 
mond — he was generally considered

a nimble second baseman, a hitter — 
bat held menacingly high — depend- 
able in the clutch and, in his comical, 
pigeon-toed fashion, the most elec- 
trifying baserunner of his time. (He 
played 10 years in the big leagues and 
became the first black man elected to 
baseball's Hall of Fame.) 


Nor did the difficulty of naming the 


school for the ballplayer have much 
to do with bis "tmacademlc" profes- 
sion: simply, another school en the 
south side had wished to rename for 
Jackie Robinson. It was a high school 
and the people there believed a high 
school ought to carry more weight. A 
small struggle ensued. 


"We applied 'for the name first and 


we had more right to it," Butt Fried- 
man, principal of the Jackie R. Robin- 
son primary school, said recently. 


In Chicago now schools are named 


by selection of community leaders, an 
attempt to allow the people closest to 
the kids — and not some disembodied 
City Hall _ to decide who of the past 
could be identified with best 


"And who better in a black commu- 


nity than Jackie Robinson?" Princi- 
pal Friedman asked rhetorically. 


"Robinson pulled himself up from 


low beginnings, the same kind of low 
beginnings of these kids here. Now, 
some people downtown did ask, 'Can't 
you find a more education-oriented 
person to name the school after?' 


"So we said that Richard Wright, 


the author, and Ralph Bunche, the 
statesman, would also be acceptable, 
but that we were pretty set on Jackie. 


"I think Jackie touched the black 


community in a way few others ever 
have. And you know, there weren't a 
hell of a lot of avenues available to 
blacks." 


It may be unimaginable today to 


comprehend the abuse Robinson en- 
dured. Other teams — and even team- 
mates — threatened not to play on the 
same field with him. Pitchers threw 
undisguisedly at his head. For a ma- 
cabre joke, black cats were dumped 
in front of the Dodgers' dugout. 


This black Chicago community now 


puts Robinson's name on its school 
just as the Puerto Rican community 
here named a high school for Roberto 
Clemente, the late Pirates' outfielder, 
and an Italian neighborhood named a 
grade school for the- late Chicago 
Bears'footban star Brian Piccolo. 


"The communities wanted these 


men so that kids might be inspired by 
their courageous storie,s," said Fried- 
man. "They were men of the people. 
But I think Jackie was even, a more 
special case. He was also a man of 
history. 


"I know that most kids today really 


don't know Jackie Robinson's contri- 
bution to our nation — if they know 
Jackie Robinson at all. Bnt that is 
part of the failure of our country to 
teach ns about blacks in onr history. I 
think this school will help explain to 
the kids around here how Jackie Rob- 
inson helped open the doors of a seg- 
ment of our society, and the pride 
that downtrodden people took from his 
achievements." 


One who remembers well, however, 


is Bennie Maurice, an elderly black 
man living near the Robinson school. 
Maurice has a peeling color magazine 
photograph of Robinson taped to the 
kitchen wall of his small flat. The 
photograph shows Robinson, looking 
drawn, in a business suit; he is heavy 
and whitehaired at age 53, a few 
months before his death four years 
ago. 


"They tell a story," said Bennie 


Maurice, "about when a black cat. 
was tossed on home plate as Jackie 
came to bat. 


"Jackie looked. Then went back to 


the bench and brought out a saucer of 
milk. Then he knocked out a home 
run. 


"Every morning what I wake up 


now and sit down here for breakfast, I 
say to Jackie there, 'Good mornin', 
Jackie, you made a minion of us 
clap.'"

As expected, the Big Eight nmnerup was passed over for the 


Sugar Bowl touching off a scathing verbal attack at Coach Paul 
"Bear" Bryant of Alabama from Big Eight coaches. The Sug- 
ar'Bowl committee gave the cold shoulder to the Big Eight by 
selecting Penn State and Alabama to play in the New Yeear's Eve 
classic, and charges that Bryant had influenced the committee in 
their choide of Penn State were clearly audible. 


Coach Tom Osborne of second-ranked Nebraska indicated he 


thought Alabama, whose only loss this season was to the Big Eights 
fourth-place team (Missouri), was trying to avoid playing another 
Big Eight club. "I don't hold anything against the Bear. He's doing 
what be thinks he must do to bold his petition . . . whatever that 


"I really think we were never in consideration for the Sugar 


Bowl," said Oklahoma coach Barry Switzer. "It looks like things 
were Justed planned out in advance and I don't know why we were 
snubbed. The Sugar Bowl led Oklahoma and Nebraska down the 
primrose path." 


Missouri coach Al Onofrio expressed outrage at the decision and 


suggested that the NCAA's Nov. 15 contact rule had been violated 
by the Sugar Bowl committee. "I think it's a real crime and I think 
I can say so better than anyone else because we're not involved. 


1 can't understand how they could pick somebody who is 8-2 and 


not be in position to take the Oklahoma-Nebraska loser," said 
Onofrio. "The Nov. 15 contact rule certainly must have been vio- 
lated. Of course, the bowl has the right to choose any team it 
wants. I just think who they selected is wrong. I think both Okla- 
homa and Nebraska are better football teams because we beat 
Alabama. And I think both could beat Alabama, both are stronger 
than Alabama." 


"I make no apologies to anyone," said Bryant. "I recommended 


them (Penn State) and I want those young coaches out there to 
know I recommended them. I made some big pop offs when I was 
young, too, but now I just hope we have good luck against Auburn 
and Penn State and to hen with them (the Big Eight), let them go 
where they want to."

The fourth step in your approach, 


the slide step, is very important to 
getting a good delivery. Developing a 
controlled slide may seem a little 
awkward at first but it will pay off in 
a better, smoother ball delivery. 


Why slide at all? Well, an the way 


through the approach we have tried to 
keep footwork and arm swing coordi- 
nated, with the ball traveling along 
the arc of the arm's pendulum swing. 
Imagine what would happen if you 
took the last step to the foul line with 
your body moving forward, the ball 
being swung forward for the delivery, 
and then suddenly you stop your 
body's forward momentum and try to 
keep control of the ball? 


Your shoulders would probably 


twist out of parallel with the foul line, 
you would low full control of the ball 
as you tried to aim it with your arm 


and regain the natural speed it had. 
There is also a good chance you would 
low your balance trying to maintain a ' 
good follow-through. 


By the end of the slide, your weight 


should have been transferred to the 
left foot. What you have to work on is 
making sure that the power for the 
slide is not the result of the shifting 
weight but is produced by the push of 
the right foot and leg. Then gradually, 
and with control, shift your weight to 
the sliding left foot. 


At the start of the slide the weight 


should be on the ball of your left foot. 
Properly coordinated, the weight will 
build up until it presses down the heel 
of your left shoe onto the floor and 
brakes your forward motion, gently, 
just at the moment your right arm is 
bringing the ball past the foot at the 
foul line. 


Remember too that the length of 


slide is not of prime importance.

What is important is to have the slide 
as a tool to maintain balance and 
even flow during delivery. 


As you finish the slide yon should 


still be facing straight ahead and 
ready to release the ball. This is ac- 
complished by releasing the pressure 
en the thumb. The thumb comes out 
of the ball first, allowing the fingers 
to apply the lifting action which 
creates the desired hooking action en 
the ball. There is a natural quarter 
turn of the wrist as this is done. Don't 
overdo this action, especially if you 
are just learning how to bowl. 


Keep in mind that you're not throw- 


ing the ball, you're rolling it. Too 
many bowlers waste a lot of energy 
trying to put extra force behind their 
"throw" or too much "hook" on the 
ball 


Even though the ban is now out of 


your control and on its way down the 
lane you still have to maintain good 
form. The tennis pro doesn't suddenly 
stop his swing after hitting the ball 
when serving, a golfer doesn't hit the 
ball and abruptly halt his swing, and 
a good bowler doesn't cease concen- 
tration and good form just because he 
has released the ball. 


The basis of most any follow- 


through is simply the continuance of 
whatever motion preceded the objec- 
tive of the whole activity. In other 
words, after you release the ball, just 
let your arm follow its natural path 
upward in front of you. At the same 
time your right leg will raise up be- 
hind you to help maintain balance as 
the ball is extended forward for the 
release.

Laws regulating human be- 


havior should have some neces- 
sary and attainable social objec- 
tive and they should be enfor- 
ceable on a just basis. 


We don't believe Palatine's 


proposed misdemeanor law on 
marijuana 
possession 
meets 


those standards. Nor will it sig- 
nificantly alter marijuana use in 
Palatine. 


Based on home rule authority, 


it has been proposed that Pala- 
tine establish a stiff local fine 
for conviction of marijuana pos- 
session; police would cease en- 
forcement of the state's criminal 
code in marijuana arrests in 
the community. 


Policies regulating drug use 


hitherto have been the province 
of the state. We believe that is 
where the power should remain. 


If a new look at the marijuana 


law is needed, as indeed it is, we 
believe the Illinois legislature 
should take the lead and make 
whatever changes are merited. 


We do not believe use of mari- 


juana is a healthy sign. It re- 
flects psychological need for es- 
cape to a degree that is not pre- 
sent in most well adjusted indi- 
viduals. It also involves smok- 
ing, itself a health hazard. 


Marijuana use seems to us a 


nasty and unnecessary habit. 


But there is serious medical 


questioning of whether it is any 
more injurious to individuals or 
society than the use of alcohol. 


Alcohol, we learned through 


the federal experiment with 
Prohibition, is too widely ac- 
cepted to be stopped by passage 
of a law. Since Prohibition end- 
ed, federal, state and local laws 


on alcohol have been aimed, for 
the most part, at controlling al- 
cohol use rather than prohibiting 
it. 


That may be the* only realistic 


way to treat marijuana. 


Rather than continue support 


for a law which has failed, we 
believe the legislature should de- 
termine — on medical rather 
than political grounds — the real 
hazards of marijuana use and 
develop an effective response. 
If, indeed, the only victim is the 
user, then efforts should be 
made to restrict use to those 
mature enough to decide wheth- 
er to take the risks. 


Laws regulating the sale of al- 


cohol by tune and place and lim- 
iting its sale to adults generally 
have been effective. While they 
do not satisfy those who want all 
liquor sales prohibited, they do 
accomplish reasonable social ob- 
jectives. 


P e r h a p s marijuana laws 


should be aimed at punishing 
those who sell the drug to chil- 
dren and not at the children who 
are the victims of drug use. 


The Palatine ordinance would 


eliminate the odious criminal 
charge which follows a mari- 
juana bust; but it would substi- 
tute a more effective way to 
hassle the kids. 


Police departments have more 


important work. 


Rather than respond in piece- 


meal fashion to the failure of 
current state laws on mari- 
juana, we hope community lead- 
ers and police officials will bring 
pressure on the state to develop a 
more rational, statewide re- 
sponse to the growth of mari- 
juana use.

Pomo in the parlor 
Electrifying jolt from the TV cable

Intermittently over the past decade, 


editors of weekly news-magazines 
would, when not much else diverted 
their attention, rediscover the prom- 
ise of cable television and call for a 
take-out on the subject. 


Such explanations 
("Wiring the 


World," "The Battle Against Pay 
TV," "The New Revolution in Com- 
munications'') were, alas, invariably 
predictable and the reader — this 
reader, at least — would tire of all the 
pleasant blue-skying and turn to the 
sports section where he could be com- 
forted with today's realities. 


And yet despite all the glorious pre- 


dictions of things to come as a result 
of cable television, a number of 


people quietly went about their busi- 
ness and, what do you know? The rev- 
olution is here. 


Sylvester Weaver, a former presi- 


dent of NBC-TV who, among other 
things, created the long-running "To- 
day" and "Tonight" shows, had been 
telling us for nearly two decades that 
the day of pay TV was, as Secretary 
Kissinger might say, "at hand." And 
the other week "at hand," for me, 
was at hand. 


But before I tell you how this com- 


munications revolution revealed itself 
to me, some background detail is in 
order. 


ABOUT FIVE years ago the folks 


over at the local cable company ad- 
vised us that for just nine dollars a

Global culture 6key to peace'

Where Henry Kissinger once saw a 


five-part design for peace composed 
of the United States, Russia, China, 
Western Europe and Japan, I see, in 
my preferred world of the 1990s, a 
design for peace based on five world 
languages: English, French, Russian, 
Arabic and Chinese. Every child 
would be required to learn three lan- 
guages — a world language, a region- 
al language and a national or local 
language. 


1 envision a World Federation of 


Cultures — a body which represents 
people on the basis not only of region- 
al geography but of allegiance to a 
particular world language. I see 
UNESCO revitalized as a World Conn- 
oil on Science and Culture. 


Underlying this vision is a belief 


that world culture Is a necessary pre- 
requisite for world reform. Human 
beings have to agree on what is good 
and evil, what is desirable and what 
is objectionable before mankind can 
develop the will to change the struc- 
ture of global arrangements. 


My own preferred world features a 


world culture which is truly global 
rather than Eurocentric or Western. 


The world will not be tamed by out- 


right force or by the outcome of the 
power struggle between the wealthy 
nations, but by shared values. And I 
believe that while we are no nearer to 
a world government today than we've 
ever been, we are nearer to a world 
culture. 


There are ideologies, such as Marx- 


ism, that have believers around the 
world. There are languages, particu- 
larly English and French, which serve 
the human race as a whole. There are 
legal and moral ideas which have 
world-wide acceptance, for example 
in the field of international law. Sci-

ence and technology are facilitating 
the globalization of culture as they 
are shared by societies otherwise 
vastly different from each other. 


Educational systems ate increas- 


ingly resembling each other so that 
each succeeding generation of hu- 
mankind is likely to be a little more 
culturally homogeneous than the pre- 
vious one. And there are problems, 
perceived as global, which range from 
seasonal ones like inflation to per- 
ennial ones like resource depletion. 


But although we have been evolving 


a world culture, there is one hitch — 
that world culture is heavily Eu- 
rocentric. International law was born 
out of European diplomatic history 
and its state system. The most global 
forms of imperialism were Western — 
and therefore Western culture in re- 
cent times has spread. 


There is more evidence of this Eu- 


rocentricity. 
The 
United Nations 


Charter itself emerged primarily out 
of Western concerns and has been 
struggling ever since to be more glob- 
al. Virtually all the ruling elites of the 
world are either Western or West- 
ernized. Even those which are Mar- 
xist in orientation have opted for one 
school of Western thought — a par- 
ticular tradition of dissent in Western 
civilization. Almost every educated 
person in the world has two cul- 
tures — his own and Western. 


No one is surprised to see a Japa- 


nese, an African, an Arab, an Indian 
or a Chinese in Western attire. But 
there is something incongruous about 
a Japanese in Arab dress, an Indian 
in Yoruba attire or a Zulu in an In- 
dian dhoti. The elites of the non-West- 
ern world imitate the West — but they 
seldom emulate each other. 


What emerges from this analysis 


are two conclusions, one positive and 
the other negative. 


The positive conclusion is that the 


human race is indeed evolving a 
world culture — a potential foundation 
for the kind of consensus on values 
without which world reform is impos- 
sible. 


But the negative conclusion is that 


the world culture which has evolved 
so far is tragically out of balance, ig- 
noring most of the civilizations of the 
world and elevating only the Western 
heritage. 


If we are to move towards a better 


future, we must maintain the trend 
toward a world culture, and make 
that culture less Eurocentric and 
more representative of the different 
civilizations of the human race. 


The non-Western world therefore 


needs to embark on four strategies: 


—It should reduce cultural and eco- 


nomic dependence on the West and in- 
crease local independence and autono- 
my. The local educational systems 
must respond more to local needs. 
The local economies must become 
less export-oriented, more labor-in- 
tensive, more geared to serving local 
needs. 


—It should diversify what it produc- 


es. It should also diversify the sources 
of its .economic and cultural largesse. 
To borrow from both China and the 
United States is less dangerous than 
to borrow from only one of them. A 
slave owned by only one person is 
more of a slave than if he is shared 
by potentially competitive masters. 


— It should infiltrate Western 


culture and Western economies. When 
Arab money buys shares in German 
industries, American real estate, 
French banks or British corporations, 
a reverse process of penetration is un- 
derway. Gradually Western econo- 
mies are being made as vulnerable to 
Third World pressures as Third World 
economies have been to Western pres- 
sures — for so long a time! 


—Finally, the non-Western world 


should develop links and contacts 
within its ranks. 


U n t i l now most economic in- 


teraction in the world has been be- 
tween the developed industrial na- 
tions. The least significant economic 
links have been among Third World 
countries. Modest Indeed has been in- 
teraction between, say, Tanzania and 
Argentina, or Pakistan and Brazil, or 


Egypt and Chile. This deficiency 
should be corrected in the future. 
There should be a Venezuelan pres- 
ence in Bangladesh; a Saudi Arabian 
presence in Paraguay; a Nigerian 
presence in Malaysia. Trade, aid and 
investment should flow among Third 
World countries. Out of such inter- 
action should emerge not merely tac- 
tical solidarity in international confer- 
ences but organic solidarity of the 
kind which would create interlocking 
economies among Third World coun- 
tries. 


While all this is going on in the 


Third World, what should the North- 
ern Hemisphere do? It should at least 
permit these four strategies to get un- 
der way with understanding and coop- 
eration. It should also give itself the 
assignment of preventing a nuclear 
holocaust, while mankind struggles to 
create a new cultural infrastructure 
for a more humane world order.

the terrific first-run movies we could 
get merely by tuning our set to Chan- 
nel H. And, yes, he was right. 


Such recent films as "Phantom of 


the Paradise," "Report to the Com- 
missioner," "The Black Windmill," 
"Hearts and Minds," "The Front 
Page," "Prisoner of Second Avenue" 
and "The Sting" were being wired 
into our little color set regularly. 
Even the unreleased "The Wild Par- 
ty" was available. 


The Home Box Office Service, I am 


obliged to report, is a throwback to 
the very early days of television when 
friends and relatives would gather 
before the only set on the block to 
squint at such fare as Milton Berle, 
The Lone Ranger, Howdy Doody, 
Dagmar and Captain Video. The only 
difference is that the programming is 
first-run Hollywoodiana. 


WE ARE HOOKED. The films keep 


grinding on, sleep is being lost and we 


are truly being turned into zombies. 
Pay TV is also expensive — not the 
nine bucks a month, that's manage- 
able, but the conclusion that we'll be 
needing a much larger color screen. 


Movie exhibitors have every right to 


be soared silly over the prospects. My 
wife wasn't sure we should pop for Ute 
service "because we'll never go out to 
the movies again." And she may be 
right. 


Another aspect bothers me: it is one 


thing to visit your local theater to be 
assaulted by frontal nudity, four-letter 
words and other such contemporary 
marvels, but it is quite something else 
to have this spewed at you from your 
family's television set. Yes, I know I 
needn't watch it, but that's not the 
point; a terrific adjustment bas to be 
made. 


So, okay, Sylvester Weaver. What 


you've been predicting for these many 
years is an accomplished fact. All of 
it may sound terrific and yet I am 
troubled. Just where is it written that 
Hollywood movies are qualitatively 
superior to average television fare? 


One thing more. Sitting in a 


darkened room for two hours at a 
stretch, without even an intermission 
for the refrigerator or bathroom, isn't 
an altogether pleasant feeling. Com- 
mercials do have their place. 


And so we have seen the future and, 


I suppose, it works. But I don't think 
I'm happy about it

Trade, emigration policies clash 


Linking American trade agreements 


to Soviet 
emigration 
policies 
is 


"counterproductive," 
Samuel

Young, former 10th District Congress- 
man, said Monday. 


Young's comment came during a 


press conference following his return, 
from an eight-day fact-finding trip to 
Russia. 


Young said both American and Rus- 


sian officials he spoke with agree con- 
gressional efforts to tie trade agree- 
ments with a move to lift restrictions 
on emigration were counterproductive 
to Soviet-American trade relations. 


YOUNG Is making a bid to capture 


the Republican nomination for the 


10th District and attempt to regain 
the seat he lost in 1974 to U. S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth. 


Young said the Russians have been 


able to purchase many industrial 
products from other countries and 
avoid various restrictive U. S. trade 
agreements. 


Young voted in favor of the so- 


called Jackson amendment to the For- 
eign Trade Act of 1974 which prohibits 
Russia from obtaining 'most favored 
nation' status for trade purposes un- 
less the President certified te Soviet 
Union is not unduly discriminating in 
emigration matters. 


He also said there are many raw 


materials available in Russia that the 
United States could use. 


"I think it would be better for the 


U. S. to work with the Russians to 
develop trade and create a market for 
our products," Young said, adding 
that an easing of emigration might 
follow negotiations. 


YOUNG SAID currently only 19 


American countries have Russian li- 
censes to have offices in the'Soviet 
Union. He said it takes a long time to 
conduct business in the Soviet Union. 


Young said Russian officials did not 


seem too interested in health services 
which could be provided by American 
companies.

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS led by

Comr. Harold Tyrrell said, "but I am 
bothered by the problem of recon- 
struction. A guy could start a recon- 
struction on a building every two 
weeks." 


Pres. Dunne asked representatives 


of the association to meet with offi- 
cials from Tully's office on the pro- 
posal. He said the proposal is "serious 
and important" and would be dis- 
cussed later by the county board. 


While labeling the Russian govern- 


ment "repressive," Young character- 
ized the standard of living as "good." 
He also said the Russian government 
dislikes anyone who wants to leave 
the country and there may be dis- 
crimination against persons wanting; 
to go to other countries. 


"Legally, the U. S. has a concern 


about people wanting to come to this 
country, but not a third country," 
Young said. He also noted Americans 
seem to have a difficult time leaving 
the Soviet Union. 


• There has been considerable atten- 
tion focused on charges that Soviet 
Jews are not allowed to emigrate 
freely. 


MANY RUSSIAN Jews have ex- 


pressed an interest in emigrating to 
Israel or the United States. 


Young said the persons with whom 


he talked indicated they were not dis- 
criminated against until they actually 
filed application to leave the country'. 


"You have to understand the Rus- 


sian mentality. The government subsi- 
dizes education and training and they 
do not like when people want to 
leave," Young said. 


Before he left for Russia, Young in- 


dicated he planned to meet with sev- 
eral suburban Jewish congregations 
to report on the trip.

Thanksgiving Day travelers urged not to leave Wednesday, return Sunday

If you're planning to fly to Grand- 


ma's house for Thanksgiving next 
week and haven't made airline reser- 
vations yet, better hurry and do it — 
especially if you have to be back at 
work Monday morning. 


Air travel in and out of Chicago dur- 


ing the four-day family holiday is al- 
ways hectic and this year, airline offi- 
cials say, will be no exception.

"People seem to be booking later

Differing opinions 
on kidney stones 


A couple of yean ago I had a kidney stone removed. The analysis 


showed II to be calcium oxalate. The surgeon told me to avoid all 
tea, chocolate and greens. Recently a neighbor had the same type 
of stone removed. His doctor told Mm to avoid all dairy products, 
chocolate and greens. 


Why did the doctors differ on the dairy products and tea? I love 


tea and consume a large amount of milk. Now 1 am worried about 
the milk I drink. 1 can't understand why he can drink tea and I 
can't. He can't have milk and I can, yet our analysis was exactly 
the same. Please answer soon as neither one of us wants to under- 
go surgery again. 


The differences in recommendations probably represent the de- 


gree of confusion that exists, even among doctors, on what is the 
best treatment to prevent kidney stones. There is not enough known 
about diet and formation of kidney stones to be very positive about 
what Is the best treatment. 


There are some rules you can follow. First about milk. There is 


no evidence that avoiding milk or milk products will prevent the 
formation of kidney stones. It used to be restricted because of Its 
calcium content, and many kidney stones contain a calcium salt, as 
In your case. 


The exception to this statement is the treatment of a person who 


has a stone or stones formed along with or as a result of an 
infection in the kidney. These patients are asked to avoid all milk 
products. So, even if you and your neighbor had the same kind of 
stone what caused it may be more important in preventive treat- 
ment. 


Now about tea. Tea, beer, cola drinks and fruit Juices are fairly 


high in soluble oxalate. At the present state of our meager knowl- 
edge, It is a good idea to avoid these if you form oxalate stones. 
Certainly no more than a pint a day of these drinks should be used. 


OXALATE IS IN vegetables, particularly greens, but it is rather 


Insoluble In these foods and will not be absorbed in important quan- 
tities from the digestive system. If it is not absorbed, it can't get 
into the blood or arrive in the kidney to form stones. So, you don't 
need o be overly restrictive on these foods as you.do with the 
beverages listed here. 


There is a lot more to forming kidney stones than diet. A concen- 


trated urine specimen Is loaded with chemical salts that can easily 
form crystals. These may form around old cells or protein within 
the kidney and start the stone formation, The crystals won't form 
as long as the urine contains enough "water softeners" or special 
chemicals that prevent this. Infection predisposes to stone forma- 
tion. 


Regardless of other dietary measures you can do a lot for your- 


self by maintaining a dilute urine. How do you do that? Drink 
plenty of water regularly and just before going to bed. That usually 
means at least four quarts of liquid a day spread over the day to 
keep the urine always dilute. If you sweat or are hot and lose water 
that way, increase your water intake to provide a regular flow of 
dilute urine. 


I want to add here that oxalate stone formers should not 


use lots of vitamin C. It is readily absorbed, and the excess is 
converted to oxalate whch makes matters worse. Old vitamin C 
tablets may already contain a high percentage of oxalate.

Caulking around tub 
a job amateur can do 


Dear Dorothy: With the constant battle of scrubbing off the black 


mildew on the caulking around the bathtub, I seem to have 
scrubbed some of the caulking away. I'd sure hate to start a leak. 
Is it possible for amateur to do this kind of sealing job?—Mrs. 
J. G. Tanham 


Yes. It's one of the few bathroom jobs one can do without any 


specialized knowledge. I did it myself years ago. It takes patience. 
You have to get into the tub and pry out all the old caulking. I used 
the pointed end of a beer-can opener. You may also need a screw- 
driver to help get out all the debris. Wash well to get out all the 
soap, grease and dirt, then dry. Then apply a plastic sealer, follow- 
ing the instructions. Done carefully, it will last a long time. 


Dear Dorothy: This may be a pack-rat trick, but I find it very 


useful. When I have a roast and don't make gravy, I pour a little 
water in the pan and, with the help of a rubber spatula, pour it into 
a container and refrigerate. Next day I lift off the fat and put the 
wrapped container in the freezer. It's nice to put into canned vege- 
table soup or pour over meat loaf or leftover roast beef that doesn't 
have enough liquid.—Jennie Culp

and gives something for nothing is a victory in the homemaker's 
book. 


Dear Dorothy: I've found that the secret of good parsley potatoes 


is to have the water salted properly and not boil them until they're 
reidy to fall apart. After draining, a quick shaking of the pan on 
the still-warm burner and the melted butter and chopped parsley 
make for a delicious dish. Calories, yes, but what hasn't got some?

Handicapped 
can share 
in estate 


Legal mechanisms so handicapped 


children can share in the family es- 
tate were explained by Alvin Becker, 
bank officer from Springfield, 111., and 
president of the Board of Aid to Re- 
tarded Citizens there, in speaking on 
estate planning at a Ray Graham As- 
sociation meeting recently. 


Parents have had difficulty obtain- 


ing information on how to provide for 
handicapped in estate planning be- 
cause of lack of reference material, 
'educational offerings or definite legal 
directions. Becker spoke on the pros 
and cons of appointing a conservator 
or setting up a trust with a guardian 
named. This guardian, named hi a 
will, could be chosen by parents and 
would offer an opportunity to leave 
specific instructions, he said. 


Becker emphasized that even small 


estates should be set up in a trust. 
The trust provides greater flexibility, 
avoids estate taxes and spreads the 
income over the years. A trust can be 
set'up to choose jurisdiction. An indi- 
vidual from another state can be 
named as trustee whereby if none is 
so designated, a conservator from toe 
state would be named, he said. 


Other areas of finance concerning 


handicapped people include benefi- 
ciaries of life insurance and gifts 
from relatives. These should also 
have special professional 
attention 


with trust implication, the banker ad- 
vised.

FIRST? 


Nobody knows exactly when the 


first human families .arrived on the 
earth, but It was ages ago. Perhaps 
they got their start in India or China 
or around the Mediterranean Sea. But 
through the first chapters of human 
history, nobody wandered as far as 
the Americas. Most experts suspect 
that this great adventure began In the 
ice ages that came and went during 
the past million years or.so. 


Some people say Mediterranean 


trading ships discovered America sev- 
eral thousand years ago. But there is 
no solid evidence that this really hap- 
pened, and most experts think it is 
unlikely. Most of us ordinary folk give 
the credit to Columbus, who crossed 
the Atlantic and found the New World 
in the year 1492. Certainly he did — 
but he was not the first to find Amer- 
ica. 


About 1,000 years ago, the seafaring 


Vikings crossed the North Atlantic 
and landed somewhere along the 
shores of North America. Their old 
records tell all about it, in fine and

accurate detail. But the Vikings 
stayed only a short while. One reason 
they went back home was that others 
had arrived ahead of them. 


The old Viking tales tell of the 


fierce fights they had with the Scrael- 
ings — whom we call Indians. These 
original Americans were here to greet 
Columbus in 1492. Obviously they 
must have found America long before 
any of the others we hear about. And 
historians have toiled patiently to find 
out exactly how and when our so- 
called Indians found America. 


We are told they came from Asia, 


most likely in the far north. They 
came during the ice ages, when much 
of the ocean water was frozen in solid 
glaciers. Many regions now under- 
water were then dry land. For ex- 
ample, in the region of the Bering 
Strait in the northern Pacific there 
was a land bridge joining America 
and Asia. 


Most experts agree that the original 


Americans walked across this frozen 
bridge, perhaps while hunting. No 
doubt many different groups came at 
different times — without even guess- 
ing that they had found a new conti- 
nent. Nobody knows when the first 
ones arrived, but it was more than 
20,000 years ago. 


No doubt many different groups ar- 


rived, perhaps unknown to each other. 
From the north, some wandered south 
and spread eastward across the conti- 
nent. Others "wandered due south 
through Mexico and finally down to 
the tip of South America. Without a 
doubt, the New World was found first 
by our American Indians.

Chicago Ballet trouble 
means loss to patrons

Veteran watchers of the Chicago 


Ballet are going to have to get used to 
some new faces. 


It has been musical chairs in the 


upper levels of the company for the 
past few weeks, and the repercussions 
are reaching down to the roots of the 
year-and-a-half old troupe. 


The net result — artistic director 


Ben Stevenson departs from the com- 
pany in two weeks. Most of the danc- 
ers, loyal to Stevenson, are expected 
to follow him to Houston at the end of 
the season. 


What Chicago will end up with is 


still unknown. As part of the shakeup, 
Robert Jeffrey, founder and director 
of the City Center Jeffrey Ballet, will 
become artistic advisor to the com- 
pany next year. 


THE DANCERS apparently also 


will be new, and the Chicago Ballet 
Academy is being designed as a form 
of recruitment. The two-week, tuition- 
free session for dancers who audition 
will begin in late June with Jeffrey as 
the principal teacher. Mrs. J. Dennis 
Freund will pick up the tab. 


Until the new Chicago Ballet shapes 


up, the current troupe will be under1 
new direction. Frederic Franklin, for- 
merly of the Pittsburgh Ballet, ar- 
rives Dec. 1 to direct the company for 
the rest of the current season and for 
26 weeks of the 1975-76 season. On 
Jan. 1, William Leighton, Jeffrey's as- 
sistant for 10 years, becomes general 
manager. 


What the future holds for the Chi- 


cago Ballet is uncertain, but last 


and it is up to West to find the lead 
that is least likely to help declarer.

ethereal Juliet, she moved effortlessly 
through lifts and carries with her 
youthful partner William Pizzuto. 


MISS GROHGAN tends towards a 


wide-eyed wonder that can wear thin 
during the love scenes, but she was 
moving in the more tragic parts of the 
ballet. She presented emotions with 
her whole body, relying on a sure 
technique for her turns and rapid foot- 
work. 


The men of the company also look- 


ed strong in "Romeo and Juliet," suc- 
cessfully combating the stereotyped 


choreography. They are gradually 
gaining more control, as shown by 
Pizzuto who partners smoothly and 
has nice elevation. 


Likewise, William Sterner as Tybalt 


and Steven Cook as Mercutio con- 
vincingly handled the fight scenes 
with forceful movements and nice 
dramatic touch. 


"Courante," a lyrical and humorous 


peasant dance by Stevenson, also 
showed the developing dancers to 
good advantage. The high-point of the 
piece came as Rosemary Miles and 
Steven Cook mockingly played off 
each other in one of four vignettes. 


Cook has an expressive body and a 


nice touch for comedy, while Miss 
Miles moved easily between her com- 
ic and romantic portrayals. 


RUTH PAGE'S "Bolero," a taste- 


less ballet which is supposed to satire 
a brothel, ended the program on a flat 
note. It included a lot of cheap sexual 
gymnastics, and even solid dancing 
by the company couldn't make it look 
better than second-rate follies.

AN OBDINANCE PERTAINING TO THE LICENSING 


AND CONTROL OF BOGS AND OTHER ANIMALS 


IN THE VILLAGE OF INVERNESS 
Ordinance No. 75-115 


BE IT ORDAINED by the President and Board of 
Trustees of the Village o( Inverness, Cook County, Illinois, 
that-SECTION 1: Definition**. In construing the provisions of 
this ordinance, except where otherwise stated or clearly 
apparent from the context, words used herein shall be giv- 
en their common and ordinary meaning except the follow- 
ing definitions shall apply 
Dog shall mean all members of the canine family 
Dog of licensing age shall mean any dog which has 
attained the age of four (4) months, 
"Has been bitten" means has been seized with the 
teeth or jaws or scratched by the teeth or nails or wounded 
or pierced, and includes contact of saliva with any break or 
abrasion of the skin 
Owner shall mean any person having a right of proper- 
ty In a dog or who keeps or harbors a dog or has It In his 
care or acts as Its custodian or who knowingly permits a 
dog to remain on or about any premises occupied by him 
Stray dogs shall mean those dogs (1) &und in the pub- 
lic way or on private property other than that of the own- 
ers of such, dogs and which are not on a leash or under the 
control of the owner or (2) which do not have tags as 
prescribed by this Ordinance. 
SECTION 2: Crnlty. No person shall cruelly treat any 
animal Any person who inhumanely beats, mistreats, un- 
derfeeds, or abandons any animal shall be deemed guilty ot 
a violation ot this Section, 
SECTION S: Animals dlslurblni the peace. It shall be 
unlawful for any owner of a dog or other animal to permit 
It to disturb the peace by repeated noise 
SECTION 4: Dogs at Targe. It shall be unlawful to 
permit any dog to be at large in the Village unless It Is 
secured on a leash or under control of Its owner. Any dog 
running at large shall be Impounded as hereafter provided 
In this Ordinance 


SECTION S: Rerlstration, Keens* required, fee. Every 
person owning, keeping or harboring any dog of licensing 
age (except seelng-eve dogs) within the Village shall regis- 
ter It with and obtain a license therefor from the Village 
Clerk, who shall keep a record for that. purpose, and It 
ihall be the further duty of such person to pay to said 
Village Clerk annually within ten (10) days after the first 
day of January of each year, or upon acquiring any unli- 
censed dog thereafter, a tax of five dollars ($5 00) for each 
male or spayed female and ten dollars (S1000) for each 
tmspayed female dog so owned, kept or harbored by such 
person: provided, that the license tee for dogs acquired 
after July first of any year shall toe one-half (Vi) the li- 
cense fee for that year 
Applications for dog licenses shall be on forms provided 
by the Village and shall Include a statement of the owner's 
name, address and telephone number as well as informa- 
tion concerning the breed, sex, age, color and markings of 
the dog for which the, license Is sought and whether It Is of 
a long or short-haired variety 
No license for a dog shall be Issued unless the appli- 
cation for Its license is accompanied by a certificate of a 
veterinarian that the dog has received Inoculations for 
rabies prevention within the preceding year as required by 
this Ordinance 
SECTION 6: Tags required. The Village Clerk shall 
provide each year such number of tags as may be neces- 
sary, of such size and shape as the Village Clerk shall 
deem expedient, having thereon the words "Dog License," 
the license number and year for which tax Is paid It shall 
be the duty of the Village Clerk to deliver or forward by 
mall one lag to each qualified applicant paying the re- 
quited tax 
The Clerk shall keep a record ot the name and address 
of the owner of each dog for which a tag Is Issued 
SECTION 7: Tag to be worn. Every person keeping or 
harboring any dog so licensed In accordance with this Ordi- 
nance shall keep and maintain a collar around Its neck 
with the tag as hereinbefore desesrlbed, securely fastened 
thereto 
SECTION 8: Lost tags. In the event that any person to 
whom a dog license has been issued shall present to the 
Village Clerk satisfactory evidence that the tag previously 
Issued for the then current year has been lost and pays to 
the Village Clerk a fee of one dollar ($100), the Village 
Clerk shall issue a substitute license and tag 
SECTION 9: Impounding. It shall be the duty ot the 
Chief of Police or other police officer to capture and im- 
pound any stray dog in one or more pounds to be desig- 
nated by the Village Such police officer is authorized to 
enter upon private property for the purpose of enforcing 
the provisions of this Ordinance but shall not enter into any 
residence without permission or a warrant 
The Chief of Police shall notify the owner of any dog so 
taken, it the name of the owner is ascertained, and the 
owner shall be permitted to redeem the dog within fifteen 
(15) days, by paying all license and otlioi fees and charges 
then due upon said dog 
Should no redemption be made of any dog thus im- 
pounded, It shall be the duty ot the poundkeeper to eu- 
thanlse such dog so unredeemed at the end of the fifteenth 


SECTION 10: Procedure In case of animal bite. When- 
ever any human being has been bitten by any dog or other 
animal, the owner of the dog or other animal shall imme- 
diately notify the Police Department and hold the dog or 
other animal on the owner's premises lor observation or 
shall have It Impounded for a period of ten (10) days com- 
mencing from twenty-four (24) hours of the biting incident 
If any animal Is not currently vaccinated against 
rabies, the animal will be Impounded In accordance with 
state statutes The owner will then be liable for payment of 
an Inoculation fee, plus the cost ol the animal's stay at the 
pound, and the owner will be subject to court citation. 
The owner of an animal currently vaccinated against 
rabies which has bitten any person, In lieu of Impound- 
ment, may keep the animal at home under strict con- 
finement and away from the public, and shall take his 
animal to a licensed veterinarian to be examined on the 
first day, fifth day, and tenth day of a ten-day observation 
period It the animal bites again during the confinement 
period, it will be Impounded for the lull ten-day period 
commencing from the date of the second bite 
SECTION 11: Pens. Dogs may be quartered in enclosed 
pens or runs on the premises of their owners, subject to the

Survey reveals: 
Women earn 
less than men 


by LEA TONKIN 


Working women earn an average 43 


per cent less than employed men, ac- 
cording to a survey released Monday 
by the Conference Board of New 
York. 


The $6,800 average earnings for 


women goes against ¥11,800 for men 
working the same hours. And the gap 
is widening; 20 years ago, women 
earned 36 per cent less than men. 


A new mix of working women ex- 


plains the pay difference, said Helen 
Axel, a conference board economist 
who prepared the current edition of 
"Guide to Consumer Markets." Work- 
ing women during the 1950's were 
generally well-educated or worked be- 
cause of a need to support them- 
selves. In the following years, women 
representing all ages and educational 
levels took full-time jobs. 


COLLEGE-TRAINED working wom- 


en account for 42 per cent of the 
growth in the female work force dur- 
ing the past 20 years. Fifty-eight per 
cent new female workers have either 
a high school or lesser education. 


The clerical field draws many new 


women workers, the conference board 
survey shows. Forty-three per cent of 
the female workers hired following 
1959 are employed in the clerical pro- 
fession. 


Women working at clerical jobs 


have increased from 30 to 35 per cent 
of the female employe group since the 
late 1950's. Service jobs are held by 21 


per cent of the group, and 15 per cent 
of today's female workers, mainly in 
non-college teaching and nursing 
fields are professionals. 


Among college-trained workers the 


gap between male and female earn- 
ings is sizable. Full-time, college- 
trained women employes earned an 
average $9,300 during 1974, compared 
to $15,000 earned by men. 


Women college graduates earned an 


average $10,400 compared to $17,200 
gained by men. Women college gradu- 
ates take home less pay than men 
who have not finished high school, the 
study shows. 


BY COMPARISON, new male em- 


ployes are generally in the younger 
age bracket. They are increasinglj 
better educated, and they assume job] 
requiring specialized skills. 


More than 70 per cent of male work- 


ers employed over the past two dec- 
ades are professionals, managers and 
skilled craftsmen.

Strong opposition voiced 
to Oakton rail underpass 


A recommendation to build an un- 


derpass on Oakton Street at the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Ry. outer belt 
to improve traffic flow met with 
strong opposition from 
the Des 


Plaines city council Monday night. 


Alderman Richard F. Ward, 8th, 


asked the council to accept a recom- 
mendation made by the city's streets 
and traffic committee to build the $3 
million underpass at the Oakton 
Street site rather than at Algonquin 
Road. However, the proposal was ta- 
bled after objections by Alderman and 
Mayor Herbert H. Behrel. 


Ward said the underpass at Oakton 


Street would generate less traffic con- 
gestion and facilitate easier travel 
through the city than would an under- 
passat the Algonquin crossing. 


CITY OFFICIALS have been study- 


ing building the underpass because of 
numerous traffic jams which occur 
when commuter trains pass through 
the city. Engineers studying the prob- 
lem say traffic is stopped at the outer 
belt track six out of every 30 minutes, 
delaying motorists and emergency ve- 
hicles traveling east and west through 
the city. 


"The best location for the underpass 


would be at Thacker Street, but resi- 
dents objected to that about a year 
and a half ago," Ward said. "All 


things considered, the Oakton Street 
site is best." 


However, Behrel and several alder- 


men opposed Ward's recommenda- 
tion, saying the problem needs more 
study. 


Officials questioned figures offered 


by Ward indicating an underpass at 
Algonquin Road would hike traffic 
flow from 8,000 to 24,000 vehicles 
per day at the railroad crossing about 
200 per cent. Ward said a similar un- 
derpass on Oakton .Street would in- 
crease traffic only about 20 per cent, 
from 23,000 to 28,000 vehicles a day at 
the crossing. 


"I'd really like to know where you 


got the figures," said Aid. Arthur H. 
Erbach. "It sounds like they are 
nothing but conjecture to me." 


BEHREL harshly criticized the rec- 


ommendation, indicating it is pre- 
mature, 


"I think it's a little too early to take 


action on this," Behrel said. "If we 
have to take action now, I'd have to 
vote against the Oakton Street site. I 
believe we should do what's best for 
the entire city of Des Plaines. The Al- 
gonquin site would appear to have the 
most benefit to the city." 


The mayor persuaded aldermen to 


defer action on the underpass pending 
further study. 


"Then the negotiating team wants 


to go over the contract with a fine 
tooth comb," she said. The contract 
will go before the union board of di- 
rectors for its recommendation on 
ratification. The contract will then be 
sent to the general union membership 
for ratification. 


THE DIST. 63 Board of Education is 


meeting tonight for its regular board 
meeting but is not expected to vote on 
the contract. Board Pres. Arlene Ni- 
detz could not be reached for com- 
ment Monday. 


Korb said teachers received "sub-

Lunar eclipse coming later today 


For astronomers, even the best of lunar eclipses 


are nearly worthless. But they're dramatic spec- 
tacles nevertheless and this area should be able to 
view an expected bright lunar eclipse late this after- 
noon. 


A U.S. Weather Service spokesman forecast that a 


cloud cover might extend across the Chicago area 
late today, but that would be the only factor which 
might keep the lunar eclipse from being seen here. 


When the moon passes through the earth's shadow, 


the eclipse will be visible in eastern North America, 
Europe and Africa. 


A line extending from Minneapolis, Minn,, through 


Montgomery, Ala., will form the lunar eclipse's 
westernmost edge. 


The moon will begin edging into the earth's shad- 


ow at 2:38 p.m. local time and will be completely 
engulfed in the shadow by 4:02 p.m. Totality ends at 


4:44 p.m. and the moon will be totally visible again 
at 6:08 p.m. 


Americans in the northeast will see the moon rise 


partially eclipsed. It will rise totally eclipsed west of 
a line running southeast from east of Cleveland, west 
of Pittsburgh and down through Cape Hatteras, N.C. 


The moon will be full west of a line running south- 


east from Winnipeg, Man., Canada, through Min- 
neapolis and Montgomery. 


Residents of'the'New fingland"stafes will see the 


most dramatic eclipse because the moon will be 
higher above the horizon than In the Midwest. 


Dr. Kenneth Franklin, head astronomer at the 


American Museum-Hayden Planetarium in New 
York, said today's eclipse should be brighter than 
the one which occurred last May because this time 
the moon will pass through the southern part of the 
earth's shadow.

Key lieutenants of Chicago Mayor 


Richard J. Daley apparently are be- 
hind an effort to oust State Rep. Eu- 
g e n i a S. Chapman, D-Arlington 
Heights, from office, The Herald has 
learned.

a head tonight, may be in retaliation 
for Chapman's vote against the Daley 
forces to sustain Gov. Daniel Walker's 
veto of state education funds. 


The Herald has learned of several 


incidents indicating an effort has been 
mounted against Chapman. 


There are reports of a petition 


drive, organized by several Demo- 
crats in the Arlington Heights area, 
calling for Chapman's ouster. 


IT ALSO WAS learned that a pri- 


vate luncheon and fashion show was 
held Saturday at the Pickwick Res- 
taurant in Palatine where Lt. Gov. 
Neil Hartigan and Jane Byrne, a key 
Daley supporter, appeared with Joan 
E. Brennan of Elk Grove Village. 


Brennan is seeking the Democratic 


nomination for the 3rd Legislative 
District along with Chapman. She has 
differed sharply with Chapman on the 
education funding issue. 


Brennan said she would have voted 


to override the Walker vetoes of the 
$116 million in education funds had 
she been a member of the legislature. 


The disclosure of the move to oust 


Chapman comes as Democratic com- 
mitteemen in the 3rd District plan to 
meet tonight to slate two candidates 
for state representative. 


Committeemen questioned by The 


Herald said they have not heard of the 
petition drive. They indicated that 
Chapman will be reslated for a sev- 
enth term.

$250,000 in 
pay guarantees 


Board members in Elk Grove Town- 


ship Dist. 59 Monday approved a final 
edition of teacher orders for Dec. 5 
totaling about $250,000. 


The teacher orders, a form of script 


guaranteeing payment of salary, were 
first approved by the board Sept. 2 to 
cover an expected $1.4 million deficit 
in the district's education fund. 


At that time, the board authorized 


seven teacher orders of no more than 
$250,000 each for a total of no more 
than $1,750,000. The money was to be 
paid in six installments between Sept. 
12 and Nov. 21, with the last payment 
subject to board review. 


"THE REVIEW was asked for in 


order to determine just how much 
money was being borrowed," said Ar- 
thur Perry, assistant superintendent 
for business services. 


Each of the six previous teacher or- 


der issues had varied in amount be- 
cause 1974-75 salary rates were used 
until the 1975-76 rates were adopted in 
September, Perry said. Retroactive 
pay then was due the teachers, he 
added. The Dec. 5 payment will reach 
the $250,000 limit because the first in- 
stallment of teacher extra duty pay is 
due in that paycheck, he said. 


In all, Dist. 59 will spend $1,541,030 


on teacher orders this year, Perry 
predicted. At the Dec. 15 board meet- 
ing, Perry will present resolutions for 
the sale of bonds to retire the money 
borrowed for the teacher orders. 


When bonds are sold and a bond re- 


tirement schedule is adopted, Perry 
said taxpayers will receive the first 
bill for the teacher orders in their Oc- 
tober 1977 tax bills.

Suits predicted for law

Lunar eclipse coming later today 


For astronomers, even the best of lunar eclipses 


are nearly worthless. But they're dramatic spec- 
tacles nevertheless and this area should be able to 
view an expected bright lunar eclipse late this after- 
noon. 


A U.S. Weather Service spokesman forecast that a 


cloud cover might extend across the Chicago area 
late today, but that would be the only factor which 
might keep the lunar eclipse from being seen here. 


When the moon passes through the earth's shadow, 


the eclipse will be visible In eastern North America, 
Europe and Africa. 


A line extending from Minneapolis, Minn., through 


Montgomery, Ala., will form the lunar eclipse's 
westernmost edge. 


The moon will begin edging into the earth's shad- 


ow at 2:38 p.m. local time and will be completely 
engulfed in the shadow by 4:02 p.m. Totality ends at 


4:44 p.m. and the moon will be totally visible again 
at 6:08 p.m. 


Americans in the northeast will see the moon rise 


partially eclipsed. It will rise totally eclipsed west of 
a line running southeast from east of Cleveland, west 
of Pittsburgh and down through Cape Hatteras, N.C. 


The moon will be full west of a line running south- 


east from Winnipeg, Man., Canada, through Min- 
neapolis and Montgomery. 
, Residents of the New England states will see the 
most dramatic eclipse because the moon will be 
higher above the horizon than in the Midwest. 


Dr. Kenneth Franklin, head astronomer at the 


American Museum-Hayden Planetarium in New 
York, said today's eclipse should be brighter than 
the one which occurred last May because this time 
the moon will pass through the southern part of the 
earth's shadow.

State weighs Golf, Meacham site 
Drivers' testing at 'Commons'?

The long-sought drivers' testing sta- 


tion for the Northwest suburbs may 
be located in the Woodfield Commons 
office-commercial development, The 
Herald has learned. 


Interest in the Woodfield Commons, 


at-the southwest corner of Golf and 
Meacham roads in Schaumburg, was 
rekindled after negotiations broke off 
for a site at the Surrey Ridge Shop- 
ping Center, Arlington Heights. 


Richard Batchen, a spokesman with 


J. Emil Anderson and Sons, devel- 
opers of Woodfield Commons, con- 
firmed that his company had been in 
contact with the Illinois Secretary of 
State's office. 


Although there has been no definite 


commitment to the site by the secre- 
tary's office, Batchen said, "Things 
are looking better." 


HE ACKNOWLEDGED that talks 


had "picked up steam" following the 
failure last week of the state to reach 
agreement with the operators of Sur- 
rey Ridge at Golf and Algonquin 
roads. 


A spokesman with the Secretary of 


State's office stopped short of naming 
the Commons as the leading con- 


tender for the facility but said that it 
was one of "a dozen or so still under 
consideration."

"We want to be certain we are not

But they're dramatic spec- 
tacles nevertheless and this area should be able to 
view an expected bright lunar eclipse late this after- 
noon. 


A U.S. Weather Service spokesman forecast that a 


cloud cover might extend across the Chicago area 
late today, but that would be the only factor which 
might keep the lunar eclipse from being seen here. 


When the moon passes through the earth's shadow, 


the eclipse will be visible in eastern North America, 
Europe and Africa. 


A line extending from Minneapolis, Minn., through 


Montgomery, Ala., will form the lunar eclipse's 
westernmost edge. 


The moon will begin edging into the earth's shad- 


ow at 2:38 p.m. local time and will be completely 
engulfed In the shadow by 4:02 p.m. Totality ends at 


4:44 p.m. and the moon will be totally visible again 
at 6:06 p.m. 


Americans in the northeast will see the moon rise 


partially eclipsed. It will rise totally eclipsed west of 
a line running southeast from east of Cleveland, west 
of Pittsburgh and down through Cape Hatteras, N.C, 


The moon will be full west of a line running south- 


east from Winnipeg, Man., Canada, through Min- 
neapolis and Montgomery. 


Residents of the New England states will see the 


most dramatic eclipse because the moon will be 
higher above the horizon than in the Midwest. 


Dr. Kenneth Franklin, head astronomer at the 


American Museum-Hayden Planetarium in New 
York, said today's eclipse should be brighter than 
the one which occurred last May because this time 
the moon will pass through the southern part of the 
earth's shadow.

Richard Batchen, a spokesman with 


J. Emil Anderson and Sons, devel- 
opers of Woodfield Commons, con- 
firmed that his company had been in 
contact with the Illinois Secretary of 
State's office. 


Although there has been no definite 


commitment to the site by the secre- 
tary's office, Batchen said, "Things 
are looking better." 


HE ACKNOWLEDGED that talks 


had "picked up steam" following the 
failure last week of the state to reach 
agreement with the operators of Sur- 
rey Ridge at Golf and Algonquin 
roads.

"Using federal highway funds takes 


a lot of tune and red tape. We took a 
look at the local projects to see if they 
could come to let this fiscal year, and 
none of those were stoppee," Larsen 
said.

Lunar eclipse coming later today 


For astronomers, even the best of lunar eclipses 


are marly worthless. But they're dramatic spec- 
tacles nevertheless and this area should be able to 
view an expected bright lunar eclipse late this after- 
noon. 


A U.S. Weather Service spokesman forecast that a 


cloud cover might extend across the Chicago area 
late today, but that would be the only factor which 
might keep the lunar eclipse from being seen here. 


When the moon passes through the earth's shadow, 


the eclipse will be visible in eastern North America, 
Europe and Africa. 


A line extending from Minneapolis, Minn., through 


Montgomery, Ala., will form the lunar eclipse's 
westernmost edge. 


The moon will begin edging into the earth's shad- 


ow at 3:38 p.m. local time and will be completely 
engulfed in the shadow by 4:02 p.m. Totality ends at 


4:44 p.m. and the moon will be totally visible again 
at 6:08 p.m. 


Americans in the northeast will see the moon rise 


partially eclipsed. It will rise totally eclipsed west of 
a line running southeast from east of Cleveland, west 
of Pittsburgh and down through Cape Hatteras, N.C. 


The moon will be full west of a line running south- 


east from Winnipeg, Man., Canada, through Min- 
neapolis and Montgomery. 


Residents of the New England states will see the 


most dramatic eclipse because the moon will be 
higher above the horizon than in the Midwest. 


Dr. Kenneth Franklin, head astronomer at the 


. American Museum-Hayden Planetarium in New 
York, said today's eclipse should be brighter than 
the one which occurred last May because this time 
the moon will pass through the southern part of the 
earth's shadow.

order to determine just how much 
money was being borrowed," said Ar- 
thur Perry, assistant superintendent 
for business services.

until the 1975-76 rates were adopted in 
September, Perry said, i Retroactive 
pay then was due the teachers, he 
added.

agreement with the operators of Sur- 
rey Ridge at Golf and Algonquin 
roads. 


A spokesman with the Secretary of 


State's office stopped short of naming 
the Commons as the leading con- 
tender for the facility but said that it 
was one of "a dozen or so still under' 
consideration." 


Originally, more than 100 possible 


sites in the area were studied by the 
state, the spokesman said.

"There are a lot of problems that

A plan to charge $35 for Hoffman 


Estates Fire Dept. ambulance service 
was endorsed in a 4-to-3 vote Monday 
night by the village board. 


The action came despite dissenting 


votes by Trustees Ralph Lyerla, Wil- 
liam Palmer and Village Pres. Vir- 
ginia Hayter. The fee will be charged 
only for transportation to a hospital, 
but not if only treatment is required 
at the scene. 


An ordinance formally enacting the 


fee plan is expected to be passed Dec. 
1. 


The fee plan calls for ambulance 


users to pay a $35 charge if the fire 
department 
ambulance 
transports 


them to a hospital. The village board 
finance committee recommended the 
plan after four months of study, say- 
ing the fee will help to raise money to 
fund ambulance service and also may 
discourage non-emergency calls to the 
fire department. 


THE $33 CAN be paid by insurance 


companies 11 persons requiring ambu- 
lance transportation have hospital- 
izatlon coverage which provides for 
ambulance service, Trustee William 
Cowin said. 


Cowln said the fee is "substantially 


below what a private ambulance ser- 
vice would charge." Village adminis- 
trators have said private ambulance 
fees in tiie area average $50 plus an 
additional charge per mile. 


Several trustees endorsed the plan 


as a way to raise money for the fire 
department's 
ambulance 
service, 


w h i c h is currently funded only 
through fire department taxes. Offi- 
cials estimated the fee could bring in 
$10,000 to $12,000 in additional revenue 
based on 300-500 ambulance calls in 


1974 in which persons were trans- 
ported to hospitals. 


However, Palmer said he did not fa- 


vor the plan because he feared it 
would inhibit persons from calling for 
ambulances even when it might be 
necessary.

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Lunar eclipse coming later today 


For astronomers, even the best of lunar eclipses 


are nearly worthless. But they're dramatic spec- 
tacles nevertheless and this area should be able to 
view an expected bright lunar eclipse late this after- 
noon. 


A U.S. Weather Service spokesman forecast that a 


cloud cover might extend across the Chicago area 
late today, but that would be the only factor which 
might keep the lunar eclipse from being seen here. 


When the moon passes through the earth's shadow, 


the eclipse will be visible in eastern North America, 
Europe and Africa. 


A line extending from Minneapolis, Minn., through 


Montgomery, Ala., will form the lunar eclipse's 
westernmost edge. 


The moon will begin edging into the earth's shad- 


ow at 2:38 p.m. local time and will be completely 
engulfed in the shadow by 4:02 p.m. Totality ends at 


4:44 p.m. and the moon will be totally visible again 
at 8:08 p.m. 


Americans in the northeast will see the moon rise 


partially eclipsed. It will rise totally eclipsed west of 
a line running southeast from east of Cleveland, west 
of Pittsburgh and down through Cape Hatteras, N.C. 


The moon will be full west of a line running south- 


east from Winnipeg, Man., Canada, through Min- 
neapolis and Montgomery. 


Residents of the New England states will see the 


most dramatic eclipse because the moon will be 
higher above the horizon than in the Midwest. 


Dr. Kenneth Franklin, head astronomer at the 


American Museum-Hayden Planetarium in New 
York, said today's eclipse should be brighter than 
the one which occurred last May because this time 
the moon will pass through the southern part of the 
earth's shadow.

Lunar eclipse coming later today 


For astronomers, even the best of lunar eclipses 


are nearly worthless. But they're dramatic spec- 
tacles nevertheless and this area should be able to 
view an expected bright lunar eclipse late this after- 
noon. 


A U.S. Weather Service spokesman forecast that a 


cloud cover might extend across the Chicago area 
late today, but that would be the only factor which 
might keep the lunar eclipse from being seen here. 


When the moon passes through the earth's shadow, 


the eclipse will be visible in eastern North America, 
Europe and Africa. 


A line extending from Minneapolis, Minn., through 


Montgomery, Ala., will form the lunar eclipse's 
westernmost edge. 


The moon will begin edging into the earth's shad- 


ow at 2:38 p.m. local time and will be-completely 
engulfed in the shadow by 4:02 p.m. Totality ends at 


4:44 p.m. and the moon will be totally visible again 
at 6:08 p.m. 


Americans in the northeast will see the moon rise 


partially eclipsed. It will rise totally eclipsed west of 
a line running southeast from east of Cleveland, west 
of Pittsburgh and down through Cape Hatteras, N.C. 


The moon will be full west of a line running south- 


east from Winnipeg, Man., Canada, through Min- 
neapolis and Montgomery. 


Residents of the New England states will see the 


most dramatic eclipse because the moon will be 
higher above the horizon than in the Midwest. 


Dr. Kenneth Franklin, head astronomer at the 


American Museum-Hayden Planetarium in New 
York, said today's eclipse should be brighter than 
the one which occurred last May because this time 
the moon will pass through the southern part of the 
earth's shadow.

For police cars, snowplow blades 


,000 extra in village 


by LUISA GINNETTI 


An anticipated $40,000 surplus in the 


1975-76 Palatine budget will enable the 
village to purchase two new police 
cars and two new snowplow blades 
which had not originally been sched- 
uled, Trustee Richard Fonte said 
Monday. 


Fonte, chairman of the adminis- 


tration, finance and legislation com- 
mittee, said the surplus, which was 
projected following a mid-year review 
of the budget, is greater than officials 
had anticipated. He added there will 
be no major changes or amendments 
to the village's record $7.2 million 
budget for the fiscal year ending April 
30. 


"We're going along target pretty 


well and we're not out of line with our 


estimates,'1 Fonte said. "We're in 
very good shape and our revenues are 
running better than we had ex- 
pected," he said. 


THE SURPLUS, however, will not 


allow for additional hiring in any de- 
partment, Fonte said. 


Although no provisions for hiring 


were made in the budget, a surplus 
projected earlier this year in the sew- 
er account provided funds for the hir- 
ing of 10 new firemen. Fonte said the 
transfer of funds from the sewer ac- 
count to the general fund allowed for 
the hiring of the additional firemen 
six months early. 


The two new police cars will cost an 


estimated $14,000, Fonte said. Addi- 
tion of the vehicles will enable the de- 
partment to better service and main- 


tain the cars it already has, the 
trustee said. The department now has 
seven marked and six unmarked cars. 


"We can't keep up with mainte- 


nance now because all the cars are 
needed," Fonte said. "With two extra 
cars we will be in a better position to 
service the vehicles and improve the 
maintenance of all of them. We will 
also get longer life out of the cars if 
they are maintained." 


HE SAID THE two additional snow- 


plow blades may be authorized, but 
the blades and the cars will have to 
be discussed by the village board, 
which must authorize changes to the 
budget for the purchases. 


Several projects for which money 


was budgeted, however, may not be 
done, Fonte said. The village census, 


for which $10,000 had been budgeted, 
will probably be delayed until next 
spring. 


Fonte said officials would like a 


"better picture" of possible annexa- 
tions north of the village before a cen- 
sus is made. Several unincorporated 
areas in Palatine Township have peti- 
tioned the village for annexation. 


Fonte said he will suggest the board 


consider starting a surplus fund or 
capital improvement fund rather than 
carrying over the surplus money into 
the next year's budget. 


"It's more of an accounting proce- 


dure and it has been recommended by 
our auditor," he said. "We should ei- 
ther use the money by putting it in an 
account or lower taxes," Fonte said. 


Lunar eclipse coming later today 


For astronomers, even the best of lunar eclipses 


are nearly worthless. But they're dramatic spec- 
tacles nevertheless and this area should be able to 
view an expected bright lunar eclipse late this after- 
noon. 


A U.S. Weather Service spokesman forecast that a 


cloud cover might extend across the Chicago area 
late today, but that would be the only factor which 
might keep the lunar eclipse from being seen here. 


When the moon passes through the earth's shadow, 


the eclipse will be visible in eastern North America, 
Europe and Africa. 


A line extending from Minneapolis, Minn., through 


Montgomery, Ala., will form the lunar eclipse's 
westernmost edge. 


The moon will begin edging into the earth's shad- 


ow at 2:38 p.m. local time and will be completely 
engulfed in the shadow by 4:02 p.m. Totality ends at 


4:44 p.m. and the moon will be totally visible again 
at 8:08 p.m. 


Americans in the northeast will see the moon rise 


partially eclipsed. It will rise totally eclipsed west of 
a line running southeast from east of Cleveland, west 
of Pittsburgh and down through Cape Hatteras, N.C. 


The moon will be full west of a line running south- 


east from Winnipeg, Man., Canada, through Min- 
neapolis and Montgomery. 


Residents of the New England states will see the 


most dramatic eclipse because the moon will be 
higher above the horizon than hi the Midwest. 


Dr. Kenneth Franklin, head astronomer at the 


American Museum-Hayden Planetarium in New 
York, said today's eclipse should be brighter than 
the one which occurred last May because this time 
the moon will pass through the southern part of the 
earth's shadow. 
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State weighs Golf, Meacham site

HE ACKNOWLEDGED that talks 


had "picked up steam" following the 
failure last week of the state to reach 
agreement with the operators of Sur- 
rey Ridge at Golf and, Algonquin 
roads, 


A spokesman with the Secretary of 


State's office stopped short of naming 
the Commons as the leading con- 
tender for the facility but said that it 
was one of "a dozen or so still under 
consideration." 


Originally, more than 100 possible 


sites in the area were studied by the 
state, the spokesman said. 


"There are a lot of problems that 


must be considered when it comes to 
locating a facility in a highly popu- 


lated area," the state spokesman 
said. 


One of the major considerations, he 


said, was placing the facility so that it 
was easily accessible, but not on such 
heavily traveled roads that novice 
drivers would be endangered. 


THE SPOKESMAN said consid- 


eration is now being given to having 
"on-site" behind-the-wheel testing of 
drivers, rather than testing them on 
the public streets. 


"We want to be certain we are not 


creating a public nuisance by putting 
the drivers through residential 
areas," he said.

JONES' LETTER CAME in re- 


sponse to library officials' suggestion 
the village pay for a library district 
referendum on a special tax for all 
district residents to pay off the bonds. 


Jones said a special referendum is 


not necessary. All that is needed, he 
said, is an intergovernmental agree- 
ment calling for the tax money levied 
for bond retirement to be transferred 
to the village to pay the bonds. 


In a related matter, trustees called 


on, the library board to sell the old 
library and use the money for library 
operations rather than toward pay- 
ment of the bond debt, - 


In»S meeting last week, the library 


board proposed to deed the old facility 
to the village so it could sell and in 
turn use the funds to pay off part of 
the new library debt. 


Jones said the library board's pro- 


posals presented a legal problem be- 
cause proceeds for the sale may only 
be used for library operations, accord- 
ing to provisions in the 1957 library 
bond which paid for the old building.

$250,000 in pay guarantees OKd 


Board members in Elk Grove Town- 


ship Dlst. 59 Monday approved a final 
edition of teacher orders for Dec. 5 
totaling about $250,000. 


The teacher orders, a form of script 


guaranteeing payment of salary, were 
first approved by the board Sept. 2 to 
cover an expected $1.4 million deficit 
in the district's education fund. 


At that time, the board authorized 


seven teacher orders of no more than 
$250,000 each for a total of no more 
than $1,750,000. The money was to be 
paid in six installments between Sept. 
12 and Nov. 21, with the last payment 
subject to board review. 


"THE REVIEW was asked for in 


order to determine just how much 
money was being borrowed," said Ar- 
thur Perry, assistant superintendent 
for business services. 


Each of the six previous teacher or- 


der issues had varied in amount be- 
cause 1974-75 salary rates were used 
until the 1975-76 rates were adopted in 
September, Perry said. Retroactive 
pay then was due the teachers, he 
added. The Dec. 5 payment will reach 
the $250,000 limit because the first in- 
stallment of teacher extra duty pay is 
due in that paycheck, he said. 


In all, Dist. 59 will spend $1,541,030 


on teacher orders this year, Perry 
predicted. At the Dec. 15 board meet- 
ing, Perry will present resolutions for 
the sale of bonds to retire the money 
borrowed for the teacher orders. 


When bonds are sold and a bond re- 


tirement schedule is adopted, Perry 
said taxpayers will receive the first 
bill for the teacher orders in their Oc- 
tober 1977 tax bills.

are nearly worthless. But they're dramatic spec- 
tacles nevertheless and this area should be able to 
view an expected bright lunar eclipse late this after- 
noon. 


A U.S Weather Service spokesman forecast that a 


cloud cover might extend across the Chicago area 
late today, but that would be the only factor which 
might keep the lunar eclipse from being seen here. 


When the moon passes through the earth's shadow, 


the eclipse will be visible in eastern North America, 
Europe and Africa. 


A line extending from Minneapolis, Minn , through 


Montgomery, Ala., will form the lunar eclipse's 
westernmost edge. 


The moon will begin edging into the earth's shad- 


ow at 2:38 p.m. local time and will be completely 
engulfed in the shadow by 4:02 p.m. Totality ends at 


4:44 p m. and the moon will be totally visible again 
at 6:08 p.m 


Americans in the northeast will see the moon rise 


partially eclipsed. It will rise totally eclipsed west of 
a line running southeast from east of Cleveland, west 
of Pittsburgh and down through Cape Hatteras, N.C. " 


The moon will be full west of a .line running south- 


east from Winnipeg, Man., Canada, through Min- 
neapolis and Montgomery. 


Residents of the New England states will see the 


most dramatic eclipse because the moon will be 
higher above the horizon than in the Midwest. 


Dr. Kenneth Franklin, head astronomer at the 


American Museum-Hayden Planetarium in New 
York, said today's eclipse should be brighter than 
tte one which occurred last May because this time 
the moon will pass through the southern part of the 
earth's shadow.

John Hersey High School has been 


isolated from eastbound automobile 
traffic because of sewer construction 
work on Windsor Drive at Rand Road. 


Heavy equipment, barricades and 


potholes at the three-way intersection 
of Rand Road, Thomas Street and 
Windsor Drive have forced motorists 
to use the Memco Shopping Center 
parking lot as a detour to the school. 


School buses, used daily by 2,000 


students, have found the condition of 
Thomas Street too rough, although it 
is open to traffic. The buses are using 
a nearby stormwater retention basin 
as a loading and unloading area while 
the street is torn up. 


THE PROBLEM will continue until 


work on the Ivy Hill relief sewer line 
is completed and Thomas Street is re- 
paved. The work should be completed 
and the barricades removed by the 
end of the month, although repaving 
may take longer. 


Even with the end in sight, school 


officials said the construction is pre- 
senting "substantial problems." 


William Daletski, assistant principal 


of administrative services, said the 
bus situation is a "mess" and automo- 
bile traffic to the school from the west 
is stymied by the work. 


Because Thomas Street is full of 


potholes and deeply rutted from the 
heavy machinery, the school buses 
are not parking in front of the school 
to drop off and pick up students. 


The buses are using the dry bottom 


retention basin east of the school as a 
loading area, Daletski said. 


"We have 2,000 bus riders headed 


for a water retention basin at 3:25 ev- 
ery day," he said. "2,000 kids looking 


for their buses every day. It's a 
mess." 


He said although the basin bottom 


is paved with asphalt, the students ' 
still must walk across a field to reach 
the school. The trek from the basin to 
school is bringing mud from 4,000 
shoes inside the school, he said. 


BARRICADES MAKE

route to the school from the west im- 
possible. Thomas Street, at the inter- 
section, is just wide enough for one 
car. Daletski said making turns from 
Rand Road are extremely hazardous. 


"You'd need a road map to find 


your way here," Daletski said. 


Some motorists are driving through 


the Memco parking lot to bypass the 
construction 
at 
the 
intersection. 


From the west, this through-the-park- 
ing lot route is about the only way to 
get to the school. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr L A 


Hanson said the barricades should be 
down in about 10 days. However, he 
said the barricades were needed be- 
cause of teenage drivers in the area. 


Hanson said the youthful drivers 


were purposely spinning tires and 
throwing their cars into slides on the 
loose gravel. 


"There have been a lot of near 


misses there. The kids get on the 
loose gravel and they really let fly," 
he said.

Hanson said the barricades, de- 


signed to prevent accidents, have 
been knocked down by cars on several 
occasions. 


"They've crashed right through 


them. And those barricades are made 
with 2-by-6s," he said.

Village Mgr. Robert J, Eppley said 


recent traffic counts show both inter- 
sections meet state requirements for 
traffic signals. He said the matter 
must now go through the safety com- 
mission and village board before 
being sent to the state for author- 
ization. 


"We are talking about construction 


next year," Eppley said, noting he ex- 
pected no problem in getting state ap- 
proval. He said the installations are 
estimated to cost $50,000 each, with- 
funds coming from state motor fuel 
tax funds. 


STUDY OF THE two signals was 


prompted- by a letter/ from the Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 Board of 
Education, 
which called 
for 
in- 


stallation of signals at Busse and 
Lonnquist. 


The letter said residents in the area 


are concerned about the safety of 
their children, many of whom have to 
walk along Busse Road where there 
are no sidewalks to get to View View 
and Holmes schools. 


Petitions also were circulated in the 


neighborhood and presented to the vil- 
lage board. 


Trustee Edward B. Rhea Jr. called 


for study of the traffic signal at Busse 
and Willow, saying traffic in the area 
is becoming increasingly worse 


Rhea said rush hour cars trying to 


turn north onto Busse Road cannot 
get through the continuing stream of 


traffic. "They are forced onto the side 
streets, mainly Palm Drive, and then 
they cut through DiMucci's shopping 
center," he said. 


THE TRUSTEE said the matter has 


been brought to the village repeatedly 
by people from the area. "It was first 
brought to the village's attention in 
1971 by the school district," he said, 
noting a survey at that time indicated 
a light was not needed. 


Rhea said the intersection also is 


dangerous because many students at- 
tending Forest View High School must 
cross Busse Road at that point. He 
said he was delighted with the new 
study, since it means a light will be 
installed as soon as the necessary ap- 
proval is granted. 


' It is an improvement that has long 


been needed," he said. 


Drivers' test station in Schaumburg?

The long-sought drivers' testing sta- 


tion for the Northwest suburbs may 
be located in the Woodfield Commons 
office-commercial development, The 
Herald has learned. 


Interest in the Woodfield Commons, 


at the southwest corner of Golf and 
Meacham roads in Schaumburg, was 
rekindled after negotiations broke off 
for a site at the Surrey Ridge Shop- 
ping Center, Arlington Heights. 


Richard Batchen, a spokesman with 


J. Emil Anderson and Sons, devel- 
opers of Woodfield Commons, con- 
firmed that his company had been in 
contact with the Illinois Secretary of 
State's office. 


Although there has been no definite 


commitment to the site by the secre- 
tary's office, Batchen said, "Things 
are looking better." 


HE ACKNOWLEDGED that talks 


had "picked up steam" following the 
failure last week of the state to reach 
agreement with the operators of Sur- 
rey Ridge at Golf and Algonquin 
roads. 


A spokesman with the Secretary of 


State's office stopped short of naming 
the Commons as the leading con- 
tender for the facility but said that it 
was one of "a dozen or so still under 
consideration." 


Originally, more than 100 possible 


sites in the area were studied by the 
state, the spokesman said. 


"There are a lot of problems that 


must be considered when it comes to 
locating a facility in a highly popu- 
lated area," the state spokesman 
said. 


One of the major considerations, he 


said, was placing the facility so that it 
was easily accessible, but not on such 
heavily traveled roads that novice 
drivers would be endangered. 


THE SPOKESMAN said consid- 


eration is now being given to having 
"on-site" behind-the-wheel testing of 
drivers, rather than testing them on 
the public streets. 


"We want to be certain we are not 


creating a public nuisance by putting 
the d r i v e r s through residential 
areas," he said. 


Batchen said the 400-acre Commons 


would not present any unusual prob- 
lems for beginning drivers. 


"Our parking lot is laid out for the 


novice driver," he said. 


The facility for the Northwest sub- 


urbs would have written and behind- 
the-wheel testing of drivers. It would 
not be a "full service" facility offer- 
ing license plates, the state has said. 


LOCAL MOTORISTS have found it 


more convenient to purchase their 
plates through banks and currency ex- 
changes, the stale spokesman said. 


The state has set a target of March 


or April for the opening of the testing 
station. The spokesman declined to 
set a date for signing a lease for' the 
site. 


A facility has been sought for the 


area since 1970. Sites in Palatine and 
Barrington were rejected earlier. 


The Surrey Ridge location was 


ruled out after negotiations took long- 
er than expected. Collins, Tuttle and 
Co. Inc., rented the space to Consoli- 
dated Electronic Corp , an office ma- 
chine company 


Opposition to the Arlington Heights 


site was voiced by local merchants 
and residents They said the facility 
would monopolize parking at the shop- 
ping center and drivers being tested 
would endanger children in a neigh- 
boring subdivision. 


Although the entire area is being 


considered for the new testing station, 
the search has centered around Ar- 
lington Heights, Mount Prospect, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Schaumburg 


The nearest testing stations are in 


Libertyville, Elgin and on Elston Ave- 
nue in Chicago
